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A S the  Irifti  popery  laws  have  at  length  become  a fubjedl  of  fo  much 
notorious  confiderafon  as  well  as  abhorrence,  and  as  their  violence  has  of 
late  years  undergone  fome  mitigation  thro’  the  liberality  of  the  times,  and 
the  deep  imprefiion  made  by  the  exemplary  good  condudi  of  the  great  ca- 
tholic body,  it  is  thought  necefiary  to  prefix  to  this  fecond  edition  of  our 
report,  a fimple  view  of  the  adtual  (late  of  the  popery  laws  for  the  reader 
lei’s  habituated  to  the  intricacies  of  ftatute  reading.  In  doing  this  we 
wave  all  obfervation  except  what  is  necefiary  to  render  the  intention  of  the 
legiflature  diftindl  and  evident,  and  we  forego  that  method  in  which  the 
legiflature  has  arranged  the  various  regulations  of  which  thofe  ftatutes  are 
compofed,  wifhing  to  {late  their  prefent  operation  in  a fhort  and  familiar 
manner. 

In  every  well  regulated  community,  the  education  of  youth  has  been  Education, 
an  objedt  of  the  greateft  notice. 

The  Irilh  popery  laws  have  not  been  inoperative  on  this  point. 

Thofe  who  are  acquainted  with  the  confiitution  of  our  univerfity,  need 
not  be  informed,  that  none,  except  thofe  who  conform  to  the  eftablilhed 
church,  can  be  admitted  to  ftudy  there,  and  that  none  can  obtain  the  de- 
grees therein,  who  have  not  previouily  taken  all  the  tefts,  oaths  and  decla- 
rations ; fo  that  papifts  are  entirely  excluded  from  education  in  the  autho- 
rized eftablifhment  for  learning  in  their  own  country. 

N o popijh  univerfity  or  college  can  be  erefied  or  endowed. 

No  popifh  fchool  can  be  endowed. 

But,  if  we  truly 'conceive  the  fenfe  of  the  legifiature,  (which  from  the 
obfeurity  of  its  language  in  this  as  in  other  inftances  is  not  eafy,)  a papift, 
on  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance,  and  fubferibing  the  declaration  preferr- 
ed by  the  13th  and  14th  Geo.  5.  ch.  35.  does  thereby  qualify  himfelfto 
inftrudf  in  learning  publicly  and  privately  youth  of  his  own  perfuafion,  bur 
left  he  Ihould  educate  any  proteftants,  and  thereby  have  opportunity  of 
making  profelytes,  the  law  has  provided  that  he  lhall  not  receive  into  his 
fchool  any  proteftant,  or  become  an  ufher,  undermafter  or  aftiftant  to  a 
proteftant  fchoolmafter. 

Protefants  ar.d  converts  from  popery  educating  or  permitting  their  children 
(not  alreadv  papifts,  and  above  fourteen  years  ®f  age)  to  be  educated  papifte, 
lhall  be  fubjedt  to  fuch  difabilities  as  papifts  are. 

Any  convert , if  a jufice  of  peace,  who  educates  any  of  his  children  undey 
fxtten  years  of  age  in  the  popifii  religion,  ihall,  on  convidtion  of  adting  as 
fuch,  fuffer  one  year’s  imprifonment,  forfeit  £.100  and  be  incapable  of 
being  an  executor,  adminiftrator  or  guardian. 

The  children  of  papifts  are  deemed  papifts  until  they  conform,  except 
fuch  as  from  the  age  of  twelve  years  have  been  conftantly  bred  up  in  the 
proteftant  religion,  and  received  the  facrament  according  to  the  church  of 
Ireland,  who  fhall  be  reputed  proteftants,  unlefsthey  at  any  time  after  the 
age  of  eighteen  years  declare  themfeivesjof  the  communion  of  the  church  of 
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Rome,  or  be  prefent  at  mattins  or  vefpers  according  to  thepratftice  of  th*£ 
church,  in  which  cafe  they  fhall  be  fubjecSb  to  all  the  penalties  affecting  con- 
verts relapfing  to  popery. 

Upou  this  view  of  the  law  concerning  education,  the  nation  may  judge 
of  -the  liberal indulgence  afforded  to  the  Roman  Catholics  by  admitting  them  to  the ' 
benejits  of  education. 

The  law  concerning  guardianfhip  ftands  fimply  thus  - — Papifls,  other 

than  ecclefiaitics,  taking  the  oath  of  allegiance  and  fubfcribing  the  declara- 
tion prefcribed  by  the  ,13th  and  14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  35,  are  thereby  qualified 
to  be  guardians  of  their  own  child  or  of  the  child  of  a papift,  but  not  of  the 
child  of  a proteftant. 

As  to  the  law  concerning  marriage,  it  is  extremely  fimple  in  its  feverity, 
as  it  confiftsof  but  one  regulation,  for,  every  marriage  celebrated  by  a popifh 
prieft,  between  two  proteftants  or  between  a papift  and  any  perfon  who  ha: 
been  or  has  profeffed  him  or  herfelf  to  be  a proteftant  at  any  time  within 
twelve  months  before  fuch  marriage,  fhall  be  null  and  void  without  any 
procefs,  judgment  orfentence  of  law  whatfoever,  and  neverthelefs,  the  po- 
pifh prieft  who  celebrates  fuch  marriage  fhall  on  conviction  be  guilty  of  felony 
without  benefit  of  clergy  or  of  theftatute,  and  fuifer  death  accordingly,  for, 
fays  the  lawyer,  the  celebration  and  not  the  marriage  conftitutes  his  offence 

—In  order  to  obtain  evidence  of  the  faff,  two  juftices  of  the  peace  are 

impowered  to  fummon  any  perfons  whom  they  fufpeSl  to  have  been  prefent 
at  any  marriage,  which  they  fffpeB  to  have  been  made  contrary  to  this  law, 
as  well  as  the  parties  fufpedied  to  be  married,  and  iuebb  fuf petted  parties  and 
fufpettted  ivitnrffes  declining  to  appear  or  refuiing  to  declare  upon  oath  their 
knowledge  of  the  fadts  or  refufmg  after  declaration  of  the  facls  to  enter 
into  recognizance  to  profecute,  fhall  be  imprifoned  for  three  years.  1 

It  muft  be  admitted  that  the  legiflature  has  lately  declared  that  it  fhall  and 
may  be  lawful  to  and  for  preteftants  and  perfons  profeiTing  the  popifh  reli- 
gion to  intermarry,  provided  the  marriage  be  celebrated  by  a clergyman  of 
the  eftablifhed  church;  but 'when  it  is  confidered  that,  in  the  Roman  Ca- 
tholic perfaafion,  marriage  is  a facrament  and  ought  to  be  celebrated  accord* 
ing  to  the  rites  and  ceremonies  of  that  church,  it  will  be  readily  granted, 
that  by  eftablifbing  the  legality  of  intermarriages  no  very  liberal  indulgence 
was  offered  to  the  Roman  Catholics,  the  more  efpecially  as  there  is  a fav- 
ipg  in  favour  of  the  law  that  enadts  “ that' a proteftant  married  to  a 
papift,  or  a convert  married  fince  his  conformity  to  a papift,  fnall  not  be 
intitled  to  vote,  at  any  eleftion  of  members  to  ferve  in  parliament , in  right  cf 
being  a freeholder  Or  pr'otejlant  inhabitant  of  a borough ”, 

There  is  another  head  upon  which  the  legiflature  has  thought  proper  to 
'change  the  courfe  of  the  common  law  ; it  is  the  right  of  f elf  defence , which 
is  complicated  with  the  ufe  oiarms.  Now  this  right,  though  one  of  the  laws 
of  nature,  and  indeed  the  firft  of  them,  is  yet  fo  liable  to  fo  many  dange- 
rous ibufes.  that  wife  communities  have  found  it  necefiary  to  fetfeveral  re- 
ftriclions  upon  it,  efpecially  temporary  ones,  on  fome  imminent  danger  to 
the  public  from  foreign  invafion.  The  method  which  the  ftatute  law  of  Ire- 
land has  taken  upon  this  delicate  article  is  to  get  rid  of  all  difficulties  at 
once,  by  an  univerfal  prohibition  to  all  perfons,  who  are  not  proteftant*, 
at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumftances,  to  ufe  or  keep  any  kind  of  wea- 
pons whatfoever.  In  order  t-o  inforce  -tnis  regulation,  fevere  penalties, 
•without  any  regard  to  proportion,  are  inflifled  ; new  modes  of  inquifition 
are  enjoined  ; the  largeft  powers  are  vefted  in  the  leweft  magiflrates.  Any 
juftice  of  the  peace,  or  any  magiftrate  of  a city  or  town  corporate,  with 
or  without  information,  by  themfelves  or  by  their  warrant,  at  their  difere- 
tion.  whenever  they,  think  proper,  at  any  hour  of  the  day  or  night,  are 
impowered  forcibly  to  enter  and  to  f'earch  the  houfe  of  any  papift  or  of  any 
proiefant  whom  they  fufpett  to  keep  arms  in  truft  for  a papift.  This,  we 
lav,  they  may  do  at  their  diferetion  ; and  it  feems  a pretty  ample  power  to 
be  vefted  in  the  hands  of  that  clafs  of  magiftrates. 

Befides  the  diferetionary  and  occafional  fearch  the  law  has  prefcribed  one 
that  is  general  and  periodical.  It  13  to  be  made  annually,  under  the  war- 
rants 
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rants  of  juftices  of  peace  and  magiflrates  of  corporations,  by  the  high  and 
petty  conftablcs,  or  any  others  whom  they  choofe  to  authorize,  with  ail  the 
powers,  and  with  the  fame  circumftances  in  every  refpedt,  which  attend 
the  difcretionary  and  occafional  fearch. 

Not  trufting  however  to  the  activity  of  the  magiflrates  .proceeding  offi- 
cially, the  law  has  invited  voluntary  informers  by  the  diftribution  of  confi- 
derablej-ewards,  and  even  prefled  involuntary  informers  into  the  fervice  by 

the  dread  of  veiy  heavy  penalties —With  regard  to  the  latter  method, 

juftices  of  the  peace  and  magiflrates  of  corporations  are  empowered  tofum- 
inon  before  them  any  perfon  whatfoever,  and  to  tender  to  him  an  oath,  by 
which  they  oblige  him  to  difeover  concerning  all  perfons,  without  diftinc- 
tion  of  propinquity  or  connedtion,  who  have  any  arim  concealed  contrary 
to  law,  and  even  whether  he  himfelf  has  any.  His  refufal  to  appear,  or 
appearing,  his  refufal  to  difeover  and  inform,  fubjedts  him  to  fine  and.  im - 
piifonment,  or  fuch  corporal  punijhment  of  pillory  or  whipping  as  the  cou>  t fhall 

in  its  diferetion  think  proper Thus  ail  perfons,  peers  and  peereffes,  pro- 

teflants  as  well  as  papifrs,  may  be  fummoned  to  perform  this  honourable  fer- 
vice, by  the  bailiff  of  a corporation  of  a few  ftraggling  cottages,  and  refuf- 
ing  to  perform  it,  are  liable  to  be  fined  and  imprifoned,  pilloried  or  whipt 
The  puniftiment  for  the  firft  offence  in  peers  and  peerejfes , if  not  pil- 
loried or  whipt,  is  £300,  and  for  the  fecond  offence  the  punifliment  is  no 
lefs  than  the  penalties  of  a perfon  attainted  in  a praemunire,  that  is,  “ the 
offender  (hall  be  out  of  the  king’s  protection,  and  his  or  her  lands  and  tene- 
ments, goods  and  chattels,  forfeited  to  the  king  : and  his  or  her  body  fhall 
remain  in  prifon  at  the  king’s  pleafure” The  punifhment  for  the  of- 

fence in  pjerfons  of  an  inferior  order , if  not  pilloried  or  whipt,  is  (without  any 
confideration  of  what  their  fubftance  may  be)  £50.  and  one  year’s  imprifon- 
rtient,  and  for  the  fecond  offence  they  are  fubjedl  to  the  penalties  of  a pejr- 
fon  attainted  of  a praemunire So  far  as  to  involuntary,  now  as  to  vo- 

luntary informers.  If  the  punifhment  of  the  offender  be  a fine,  the  law 
intitles  them  to  one  half  of  the  fame. 

The  only  exception  to  this  law  is  a licence  from  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and 
privy  council  to  keep  fuch  arms  as  fhall  be  particularly  expreffed  in  the  li- 
cence  This  poflibility  of  a privilege  is  by  its  own  nature  fo  remote,  on 

account  of  the  difficulty  of  application  in  private  cafes  to  the  fupreme  exe- 
cutive authority,  that  we  do  not  believe,  that  there  are  ten  perfons  now  in 
the  kingdom  who  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  obtain  it 

We  will  now  fay  fomething  concerning  the  exercife  of  religion.  Exercife  of 

All  inhabitants  of  this  realm  muft  attend  divine  fervice  according  to  the  Rdieion. 
eftablifhed  religion  at  their  parilh  church  upon  every  funday  and  holiday  * 
upon  pain  of  ecclefiaftical  cenfures  and  of  forfeiting  ud>  for  every  time  of 
abfence 

All  fuperflitious  meetings  and  affemblies  of  pilgrims  at  wells  and  pre- 
tended fandUfied  places  are  declared  riots  and  unlawful  afiemblies,  and  punifh- 
able  as  fuch. 

Magiflrates  are  to  demolifli  all  croffes,  pidtures  and  inferiptions  that  are 
any  where  publicly  fet  up,  and  are  the  cecafion  of  popifh  fuperftitions. 

None  fhall  bury  in  fuppreffed  monaftery,  abbey  or  convent  not  ufed  for 
divine  fervice,  or  withirf  the  precindls  thereof,  upon  pain  of  £i0  from  any 
perfon  prefent,  by  order  of  a jufliceof  peace. 

Juftides  of  peace  are  to  fupprefs  all  monafteries,  friaries,  nunneries  of 
other  popifh  fraternities  or  focieties. 

A popilh  fecular  ecclefiaftic,  who  regiflers  himfelf  purfuant  to  the  adt  for 
that  purpofe,  and  takes  and  fubferibes  the  oath  and  declaration  preferibed  by 
the  13th  & 14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  33,  andalfo  a popifh  regular  ecclefiaftic,  if  he 
be  in  the  kingdom  at  the  palling  of  the  21ft  & azd  Geo.  3.  ch.  24,  and  i 

makes  the  oath  and  decoration  aforefaid,  and  regiflers  himfelf  purfuant  to 
the  a 61  for  that  purpofe  in  fix  months  after  the  palling  the  faid  adt  of  the 
2ift  Si  22d  Geo.  3.  ch.  24,  are  authorized  to  officiate,  provided  they  do 
not  officiate  in  any  church  or  chapel  with  a fteeple  or  bell,  or  at  any  funeral 
in  any  church-yard,  oresercife  any  of  theritss  or  ceremonies  of  the  popilh 

religion. 
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religion,  or  wear  the  habits  of  their  order  (fave  within  their  feveral  pla- 
ces ®f  vvorfhip  or  in  private  houfes)  or  {hall  ufe  any  fymbol  or  mark  of  ec- 
clefiaftical dignity  or  authority,  or  affume  or  take  any  ecclefiaftical  rank  or 
title,  or  procure,  incite  or  perfuade  any  proteftant  to  become  a papift. 

Ail  popifh  regular  zn&fecuhr  eccleiiaftics,  not  qualifying  as  above,  or  offend- 
ing agaiuft  any  of  the  aforementioned  provifions.  and  all  papifts  exercifing 
ecclefiaftical  jufifdidtion  are  to  be  imprifoned  till  they  be  trar.fported  be- 
yond feas,  and  if  they  fhould  return  from  exile,  they  will  thereby  be  guilty 

of  high  .reafon  and  fuffer  and  forfeit  as  in  cafe  of  high  treafon and 

whoever  harbours  them  fhall  for  the  firft  offence  forfeit  £20,  for  the  fecond 
offence  £40,  and  for  the  third  offence  all  his  lands  of  inheritance  and  free- 
hold during  his  life  and  all  his  goods  and  chattels. 

Every  popilh/prieft  who  becomes  a proteftant  fhall  receive  £40  yearly 
front  the  county  in  which  he  laft  officiated  as  a Roman  prieft  during  his  re- 
fidence  in  Ibid  county  until  he  fhall  be  provided  for  by  fome  ecclefiaftical 
benefice  or  iicenfed  curacy  of  the  fame  or  greater  value. 

If  any  perfon  fhall  feduce  a proteftant  to  rencurce  the  proteftant  and 
profefs  the  popifh.  religion,  the  feducer  and  the  feduced  fhall  incur  the  pe» 
naltv  of  prainmnire  mentioned  in  the  i 6th  Rich.  2. 

The  popery  penal  law  in  refpect  to  real  efates  and  chattels  reel,  has  been 
in  a great  meafure  done  away,  and  at  this  day,  papifts,  upon  taking  the 
oath  and  fubferibing  the  declaration  mentioned  in  the  1 3th  and  14th  Geo. 

3.  ch.  35.  in  the  manner  and  at  the  times  and  places  prelcribed  by  the  law, 
are  qualf.ed  to  enjoy  and  acquire  real  eftates  and  chattels  real  nearly  a#  fully 
and  beneficially  as  other fuhjeds  may. 

However  there  are  fome  difabilities  ftill  remaining. 

^Papifts  are  difahied  to  buy  or  purchafe  a ay  advomfon And  the  right 

of  prefcniailcn  of  a papift  to  any  ecclefiaftical  benefice  is  veiled  in  the 
crown. 

Papifts,  making  as  aforefaid  the  oath  and  declaration  mentioned  in  the 
13th  and  14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  35,  may  take,  hold  and  enjoy  any  lands,  tene- 
ments or  hereditaments  in  any  manor  or  borough , the  freeholders  or  inhabi  - 
tants whereof  are  entitled  to  vote  for  burgeffes  to  reprefent  fuch  manor  or 
borough  in  parliament,  which  fhall  defeend  from  or  be  devifed  or  transferred 
by  a papifl  feifed  in  fee,  or  tail,  in  law,  er  in  equity,  of  the  fame  at  the 
palling  of  the  17th  and  1 8th  Geo.  3.  ch.  49.  or  perfon  deriving  from  a 
papift  then  fo  feifed. 

If  any  pretejlani  is  feifed  of  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  in 
fuch  manor  cr  borough,  no  papift  is  capable  of  taking  the  fame  by  reafon  of 
any  decent,  devife,  or  gft,  from  fuch  proteftant,  but  the  law  vefts  the  fame, 
until  his  conformity,  in  the  next  proteftant  of  the  inheritable  blood. 

Papifts,  upon  making  as  aforefaid  the  oath  and  declaration  before  men- 
tioned, are  not  disabled  from  taking  any  leafe  in  land*;  tenements  or  here- 
ditaments ill  any  fuch  manor  or  borough  for  any  term  of  years  not  exceeding 
999  years  certain  # or  for  any  term  of  years  determinable  on  any  number  of  lifts 
not  exceeding  five,  with  or  without  liberty  of  committing  wafte,  and  difpof- 
ing  of  the  fame  by  will  or  otherwife  as  fuliy  and  beneficially  to  all  inrenrs 
and  purpofes  as  any  other  his  majefty  s fuhjedts  may,  fave  that  upon  every 
fuch  leafe  a rent  bona  fide  to  be  paid  in  money  fhall  be  referved,  and  fave 
that  a maintenance  and  portion  may  be  granted  thereout  to  any  child  of  a 
popifh  parent  pofTeffed  of  the  fame  upon  a bill  filed  againft  fuch  parent  in 
chancer^'  purfuant  to  the  2d  Anne,  ch.  6.  which  enadts  “ that  upon  a 
bill  filed  in  chancery  by  a child  of  a popifh  parent,  profeffing  or  defirous  * 
to  profefs  the  proteftant  religion,  againft  fuch  parent,  that  court  may  make 
fuch  order  for  the  maintenance  ©f  fuch  child,  not  maintained  by  fuch  parent 
Putable  to  the  degree  and  ability  of  fuch  parent  and  age  of  fuch  child,  and 
aifo  for  the  portion  of  fuch  child  to  be  paid  at  the  death  of  fuch  parent  as  the 
oourt  fhall  judge  fit,  fuitable  to  the  degree  and  ability  of  fuch  parent.” 

Eut  if  any  papift  buys  or  purebafes  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  in 
fuch  'tr.anor  or  borough  from  any  protejlant , or  airy  leaf  s or  terms  thereof, 
other  than  for  the  beforementioned  term  of  999  years  or  other  number  of 
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years  determinable  on  five  lives,  fuch  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments, 
fo  dbnveyed  or  leafed,  and  :>  11  collateral  fecurities  made  or  entered  into  to 
cover  or  make  good  the  fame  are  difcoverable,  and  may  be  fued  for  and 
recovered  by  a proteflant  difcoverer. 

This  difcoverer  fo  veiled  with  this  property  is  enabled  to  find  it  cut 
by  every  mode  of  inquifition,  and  to  fue  for  it  with  every  kind  of  pr;vilege, 
not  only  the  Courts  of  Law  are  open  to  him,  but  he  may  enter,  and  this 
is  the  ufual  method,  into  either  of  the  courts  of  equity;  he  may  bring  bills 
againft,  the  parties,  whom  he  fufpedls  to  be  poffdTed  of  this  forbidden  pro- 
perty, againll  thofe  whom  he  fufpedls  to  be  their  trullees,  and  againft  tbofe 
whom  he  fufpedls  to  be  privy  to  the  tranfadlion,  ard  oblige  them,  upon 
oath*  under  the  guilt  and  penalties  of  perjury,  to  difclofe  the  exadt  nature, 
and  juft  value  of  their  eftates  and  trulls  in  all  the  particulars,  in  order  to 

effedr  their  forfeiture In  fuch  fuits,  the  informc  is  not  liable  to  the 

delays  which  the  ordinary  procedure  of  thofe  courts  throws  into  the  v/ay  of 
the  moll  equitable  claimant,  nor  has  the  papift  the  indulgence,  which  they 
allow  to  the  moll  fraudulent  defendant,  that  of  plea  and  demurrer  ; the 
defendant  is  obliged  to  anfiver  the  whole  diredliy  upon  oath,  and  the  old 
rule  of  “ Extending  benefit  and  retraining  penalty”  is  by  this  law  ilruck 
out  of  the  Irilh  jurifprudence,  and  the  contrary  rule  is  eftabiilhed,  diredling 
that,  upon  all  doubts  thefe  penal  laws  Ibouldbe  conllrued  in  the  largeft  and 
the  moll  liberal  fenfe  againft  the  defendant. 

Until  the  ad  May  1782.,  papills  were  incapable  to  purchafe  from  protef- 
tant  or  papif  any  rents  or  projits  out  of  or  annuity  chargeable  on  any  lands , 
tenements  or  hereditaments , and  at  this  day  no  papift  is  capable  to  buy  or 
purchafe  from  prolefant  or  papijl  any  rents  or  prtfts  out  of  lands,  tene- 
ments or  hereditament?  in  fuch  manor  or  borough , or  take  any  annuity  char- 
geable on  fueh  lands , tenements  or  hereditaments and  all  fecurities.  what  - 

foever  for  the  fecuring  of  any  futh  annuity  arc  void,  and  any  judgment  had 
on  luch  annuity,  fo  far  as  fuch  judgment  may  affedl  fuch  lands,  is  alfo 
void. 

In  refpedl  to  the  leafes  taken  by  papills  under  the  powers  granted  by  the 
17th  and  1 8th  Geo.  3.  ch.  40,  it  is  to  be  obferved,  that  thofe  leafes,  if 
{taken  at  any  time  within  the  ill  Auguft  and  ill  November  17  78,  were  liable 
to  be  charged  with  maintenance  and  portion  for  the  children  of  a popilh 
parent  pefieffed  of  the  fame,  if  a bill  grounded  on  the  ad  Anne,  ch.  6. 
was  filedfor  that  purpofe  before  the  ill  November  1778,  but  if  no  fuch  bill 
was  filed  before  the  ill  November  1778,  fuch  leafes  fo  previoully  taken  and 
in  the  adlual  poffelfion  of  the  papift  on  that  day  ceafed  to  be  liable  to  fuch 

charges It  mull  alfo  be  obferved  as  to  thofe  leafes  taken  by  papills 

under  the  powers  granted  by  the  17th  and  18th  Geo.  3.  ch.  49,  that  if 
taken  at  any  time  after  the  ill  November  1778,  and  before  the  ad  May 
I 78a,  for  fince  if  of  lands  in  fuch  beforenientioned  manors  or  boroughs)  they 
were  and  do  now  continue  liable  to  be  charged  with  fuch  maintenance  and 

portion as  to  leafes  of  any  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments  , (fave 

in  fuch  beforementioned  manors  or  boroughs)  taken  by  papills  after  the  ift 
May  1782,  they  are  within  the  provifion  of  the  llatute  of  the  a ill  and  2 2d 
Geo.  3.  ch.  14,  “ which  enables  papilts,  upon  making  as  aforefaid  the  oath 
and  declaration  beforementioned,  to  take  and  difpofe  of  lands,  tenements 
and  hereditaments  and  any  interell  therein  as  fully  and  beneficially  as  other 
fubjedts  may”  a»d  are  therefore  not  liable  to  fuch  charges. 

To  conclude  our  obfervations  on  the  fubjedl  of  real  property,  we  have 
only  to  take  notice,  that  the  law  directs  that  debts  and  incumbrances  affedling 
the  real  eftates  of  papif s lha!l,  within  fix  months,  be  enrolled  in  the  court 
ol  Exchequer,  in  fome  public  office  belonging  to  and  appointed  by  fuch 
court  for  that  purpole,  and  that  in  default  of  fuch  enrolment,  fuch  debts 
and  incumbrances  lhall  not  charge  the  lands  in  the  hands  of  a protefant 
— — Th.e  Auditor  General's  Office  is  the  place  appointed  for  that  purpofe  by 

the  court  of  Exchequer The  intent  of  this  law  was  to  prevent  pocket 

incumbrances  only,-— — Judgments  are  of  fufficient  notoriety.;  and,  it  is  decid- 
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ed,  that  they  are  not  within  the  view  of  the  legiflature,  and  that  copies  of 
them  need  not  be  enrolled  in  the  Auditor  General’s  Office. 

Coods  and  Whatever  cffedl  the  relaxing  laws  may  have  had  upon  real  ejlatcs  and  chat - 
perfonai  tels  real,  the  goods  and  perfonal  chattels  have  not  been  aftedled  by  thofe  laws 
Chattels.  in  any  r^fpedt,  fave  that  no  maintenance  or  portion  can  be  granted  out  of 
fuch.  property  to  any  child  of  a popilh  parent  upon  a bill  filed  againft  fuch 
parent  purfuant  to  the  %d  Anne , ch.  6,  in  other  rel'peifts  the  penalties  of  the 
law  affedling  fuch  property  remain  as  they  did  before  the  relaxing  laws  were 
palled. 

If  the  wife  of  a papift  conforms  in  his  life  time,  fhe  fhall,  if  fhe  furvive9 
him  and  be  unprovided  for  by  dower  or  by  fome  fettlement  on  his  real 
eftate,  receive  fuch  proportion  of  the  goods  and  perfonal  chattels  whereof 
he  fhall  die  pofiefled  or  inritledunto  as  the  court  of  chancery  on  a bill  to  be 
preferred  by  her  grounded  on  the  8 th  Anne,  ch.  3.  may  think  reafonable, 
not  exceeding  one  third  part  after  debts  and  funeral  expences,  notwithftand- 
ing  any  will  or  voluntary  difpofition  by  him  to  the  contrary  or  the  flatute 

of  d'flrib:itions. The  legiflature  in  this  inftance  has  prel'unied  that  the 

hufband  omitted  to  make  provifion,  for  no  other  reafon  than  that  of  her 

religion if  therefore  a wife  chool’es  to  balance  any  domeftic  raifdemea- 

nors  to  Her  hufband  by  the  public  merit  of  conformity  to  the  proteftant 
Religion,  the  law  will  fufier  no  proofs  of  fuch  mifdemeanors  to  be  brought 
to  invalidate  its  preemption  ; fhe  acquires  a provifion  totally  independant 
of  the  favour  of  her  hufband,  and  this  in  a gieat  degree  deprives  him  of 
that  fource  of  domeftic  authority  which  the  common  law  has  ieft  in  fami- 
lies, that  of  rewarding  or  punilhing  by  a voluntary  diftribution  of  his  ef 
fevSfs  what  in  the  opinion  of  the  hufband  was  the  good  or  ill  behaviour  of 
his  wife. And  yet  it  is  to  be  obferved  that  th.*.  the  law  meant  a fa- 

vour to  the  conforming  wife,  yet  by  a ftrange  inaccuracy,  in  repealing  as  to 
her  the  provifions  of  the  ftatute  of  d'fhibutions,  it  has  deprived  her  of  an 
advantage  to  which  file  would  have  been  intitled  under  that  ftatute  in  cafe 
her  hufband  died  inteftate  ami  without  iflue,  as  in  fuch  cafe  by  that  ftatute 
fhe  would  be  intitled,  as  againft  his  collateral  relations,  to  a moiety  of  the 
clear  furplus  of  his  perfonal  eftate  after  payment  of  debts  and  funeral  ex- 
pences. 

The  child  of  apapift,  on  conforming  to  the  proteftant  religion,  may  file  a 
bill  in  Chancery  grounded  on  the  ftatute  of  the  8 th  Anne , ch.  3.  agair.ft 
the  parent,  and  compel  fuch  parent,  by  theprocefs  of  that  court,  to  confefs 
upon  oath,  the  quantity  afid  value  of  the  goods  and  perfonal  chattels  of  fuch 
parent  over  and  above  debts  contracted  bona  fide  for  valuable  confideration 

before  the  conformity Upon  this  conformity  the  court  is  impowered 

to  leize  upon  and  allocate  for  the  immediate  maintenance  of  fucll  child  any 

lum  not  exceeding  one  third  of  the  faid  goods  and  perfonal  chattels. This 

third , as  we  faid,  for  immediate  maintenance , but  as  to  future  efablijhment 
UDon  the  death  of  the  parent,  no  limits  whatfoever  are  afligned  by  the 
ftatute-;  the  chancellor  may,  if  he  thinks  fit,  take  the  whole  of  fuch  pro- 
perty, money,  flock  in  trade  or  agriculture,  out  of  the  hands  of  the  poflef- 
ior,  and  fecure  it  in  any  manner  he  may  think  expedient  for  that  purpofe, 
the  aeft  not  having  any  fort  of  limit  with  regard  to  the  quantity  of  fuch  pro- 
pel ty  which  is  to  be  fo  charged,  nor  having  given  any  fort  of  direction 

concerning  the  means  of  charging  or  fecuring  it But  the  policy  of  the 

legiflature  was  cot  yet  txhaufted,  becaufe  there  was  a poflibihty  that  the 
puient,  the.’  fvvorn  and  otherwise  compellable,  might  by  falfe  reprefen - 
tat  ions  evade  the  difeovery  of  the  ultimate  value  of  fuch  property  on  the 
f’jl  bill,  new  bills  may  be  brought  at  any  time,  by  any,  or  by  all  the  chil- 
dren for  a further  difeovery— ‘ -—fuch  property  of  the  parent  is  to  undergo 
a frefh  ferutiny,  and  in  confequence  of  this  f'erutiny  a new  diftribution  is  to 
bt  made,  the  parent  can  have  no  fecuiity  againft  the  vexatiori  of  reiterated 
chancery  fuits,  and  continual  difleCtion  of  fuch  his  property,  but  by  doing 
what  muft  be  confefled  is  fomewhat  difficult  to  human  feelings,  by  fully  and 
without  referve  abandoning  fuch  property  (which  may  be  his  whole)  to  be 

difpofed  of  at  the  diferetion  of  fuch  a court  in  favour  of  fuch  children 

1*  this  enough,  and  has  the  parent  purchafed  his  repofe  by  the  tot-al  furren- 

der

dcr  for  once  of fuch  effedls  l Very  far  from  it ; the  law  very  expfefsly 

and  carefully  provides  that  he  fhall  not;  for  as  in  the  former  cafe  a conceal- 
ment of  any  part  of  fuch  effects  is  made  the  equitable  ground  of  a new  bill, 
io  here  any  encreafi  of  them  is  made  a fecond  ground  of  equity  ; for  the 
children  are  authorised,  if  they  can  find  that  their  parent  has  by  his  induflry 
or  otherwife  acquired  any  property  finee  their  firfl  bill,  to  bring  others 
compelling  a frefh  account,  and  another  diftrihution  of  the  encreafed  fub- 
flance  proportioned  to  its  value  at  the  time  that  the  new  bill  is  preferred. 

They  may  bring  luch  bills  totics  quoties,  upon  every  improvement 

of  fuch  property  by  the  parent,  without  any  1’qrt  of  limitation  of  time,  of 
Jthe  number  of  -fuch  bills,  or  the  quantity  of  encreafe  in  the  eftate  which 
may  juftify  the  bringing  them  ; in  fhort,  the  law  has  provided,  by  a multi  - 
plicity of  regulations,  that  the  parent  fhall  have  no  refpite  from  the  perfe- 
cution  of  his  children,  hut  by  totally  abandoning  not  only  all  his  prefent 
goods  and  perfonal  chattels , hut  every  hope  of  encreafe  and  improvement  of 

fuch  property-- It  is  very’ well  worth  remarking  that  the  law  has  pur- 

pofely  avoided  to  determine  any  age  for  thefe  emancipating  cenverfions,  fo 
that  the  children  at  any  age,  however,  in  all  other  refpecis  incapable  of 
choice,  however  immature,  or  even  infantine,  are  yet  confidered  as  fuffici  - 
cntly  capable  of  difinheriting  their  parents,  if  we  may  be  allowed  the  ex- 

preffion,  and  to  fubtradl  themfelves  from  tjjeir  dire 61  ion  and  controul 

by  this  part  of  the  law  the  value  of  Roman  Catholics  in  their  goods  and 
perfonal  chattels  is  rendered  extremely  limited  and  altogether  precarious,  the 
paternal  authority  in  fuch  families  undermined,  and  love  and  gratitude  de- 
pendence and  protection  almoft  extingrifhed. 

There  only  remains  upon  our  Plan,  to  fay  fomething  concerning  fran - 
'chlf's . 

No  perfon  flialj  hold  any  ecclfiafi'cal  qffee  or  employment  without  malting 
a declaration  againfl  trovfubfantiation  at  the  times  and  places  and  in  the  man- 
ner preferibed  by  thtflaw. 

No  perfon,  without  making  a declaration  againfl  tranfulflantiation  and 
receiving  the  facramcnt  according  to  the  Church  of  Ireland  at  the  times  ant! 
places  and  in  the  manner  preferibed  by  the  law,  fhall  hold  any  office  or  em- 
ployment civil  Or  military , except  the  office  of  high  conftable,  overfeer  of  the 
%)oor,*  churchwarden,  furveyor  of  the  high  ways,  or  any  like  inferior  civ*! 
office,  or  the  office  ,of  Forefter  or  keeper  of  a park,  chafe,  warren, 

game,  or  bailiff  of  a manor  or  lands,  or  any  like  private  office, The 

office  or  employment  is  void,  and  the  penalty  for  executing  it  is  a difability 
-to  fue  in  law  or  equity,  to  be  guardiaa,  executor  or  adminiflrator,  to  take 
a legacy  or  deed  of  gift,  or  to  bear  any  office,  and  a foifeiture  of  £500. 

Papifs  are  not  intitled  to  vote  at  vcjlrics,  (held  for  other  purpofts  than 
paving  and  lighting ) unlefs  they  happen  to  be  the  Churchwardens,  in  which 
cafe  they  vote,  except  for  the  repairing  or  rebuilding  of  Churches . 

Papifs  are  not  to  be  parochial  watchmen  in  times  of  tumult  and  danger 

the  Lord  Lieutenant,  the  judge  of  fuch  times,  may,  when  he  fhall  judge 
necefiary,  iffue  proclamations  for  the  finding  of  proteflants,  and  none  other 
to  be  parochial  watch. 

Tho’  papifs  may,  by  takingand  fubferibing  the  oath  of  allegiance  pre- 
feribed by  the  1 3th  & 14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  35,  qualify  to  he  called  to  the  bar, 
yet  they  are  exprefdy  excluded  from  being  Kings  Council. 

And  tho'  papifs  may  in  like  manner  qualify  to  be  attorney , folieitor  cr 
rotary , yet  to  be  an  advocate , prodior , ot  fix  deti , the  neceflity  of  adeclata- 
iicn  againfl  tranfubfantiation  flill  remains. 

No  perfon  fhall  be  capableof  adting  as  a fibfierff  or  fie  riff' s clerl,  who 
has  not  been  a proiefiant  for  five  years  immediately  before  fuch  adting,  tinder 
penalty  of  being  fubjedl  to  fuch  difabilities  as  papifts  are. 

No  peer  or  member  of  the  Houfe.  of  peers  fhall  vote  or  make  his  proxy  In 
.fuch  houfe,  or  fit  there  during  any  debate,  nor  fhall  any  member  of  the  houfe 
of  commons  vote  or  fit  in  the  houfe  of  commons  during  any  debate  after  the 
lpeakcr  is  chol'en,  until  fuch  peer  or  member  fhall  take  and  fubferibe  the 
declaration  againfl  tranfubfiarfAathiu  The  penalty  is  a difabilitv  to  hold  or 
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execute  any  office  eeclefiaftical,  civil  or  military,  to  fit  or  vote  in  either  houfe 
of  parliament,  or  make  a proxy  in  the  houfe  of  .Lords,  to  fue  in  law  or  equi- 
ty, to  be  guardian,  executor,  or  adminiftrator,  or  to  take  any  legacy  or  deed 
of  gift,  and  a forfeiture  of  £500. 

No  papff  is  in  itled  to  vote  at  the  eleStion  of  any  member  to  ferve  in  parlia- 
ment, or  at  the  election  of  any  magifrate  for  any  city  or  other  town  corporate. 

No  papff  (hall  ferve  on,  or  be  returned  to  ferve  on,  any  grand  jury , un- 
lefs  it  fhall  appear  to  the  court,  that  a fufficient  number  of  proteftants  canhot 
be  had  for  that  fervicc. 

In  all  trials  of  iffues  on  any  of  the  popery  laws,  the  profecutor  or  plaintiff 
may  challenge  any  pap  if  returned  as  juror  to  try  the  fame. 

And  i n adiisns  between  protsf  ants  and  papifs,  challenge  of  a pap  if  returned 
as  a juror  fhall  be  allowed. 

No  papff  fhall  ferve  as  a juror  upon  trials  for  onlifing  perfons  in  foreign 
fervice. 

Papifs  to  ferve  on  juries  mull  have  £10.  per  annum,  clear  freehold,  ex- 
cept in  counties  of  cities  and  towns. 

King  s and  univerfity  prfffforfhips  of  phyfic  are  not  open  to  papifs . 

Perfons  apprenticed,  under  the  direction  of  authorized  efablijbrnents  for  edu- 
cation, are  invariably  to  be  apprenticed  to  protejlants. 

No  fix  clerk,  officer  or  deputy  officer  of  any  of  the  Four  Courts,  or  of  any 
court  of  record,  eeclefiaftical  or  admiralty,  fhall  take  any  papff  to  be  ap- 
prentice or  clerk. 

The  reader  has  now  before  him  fuch  a view  of  the  popery  laws  of  Ire- 
land as  may  enable  him  to  form  fomc  fort  of  judgment  upon  the  fpirit  of 
the  whole  fyftem.

RESOLVED  unanimoufly,  That  the  following  Report  of  our  Committee 
appointed  to  enquire  anil  report  the  Popery  Laws  enacted  in  this  Realm, 
be  now  read  : 

T HE  Committee  report  that  the  Popery  Law*  'mav  be  confulerdd 
under  the  following  general  heads,  viz. 

Education, 

Guardiansh  ip, 

Marriage, 

S e l f - d e mrcr, 

Exercise  of  Religion, 

Enjoyment  and  Disposition  of  Prop  eut  ¥ t 
Acquisition  of  Property, 

Franchises. 

1 ft.  AS  TO  EDUCATION'. 

THE  authorize#  eftablifhments  for  learning  in  this  realm  are,  by  their 
conftitutions,  appropriated  to  thole  only  who  conform  to  the  eftablifhed 
church. 

No  perfon  of  the  popilh  religion  (hall  publicly  teach  fchool  or  inftruift 
youth  in  learning,  or  in  private  houfes  teach  or  inftrudl  youth  in  learning, 
within  this  realm,  (except  only  the  children  or  others  under  the  guardian- 
fhip  of  the  mailer  or  miftrefs  of  fuch  private  houfe)  under  the  penalty  of 
j£zo.  and  three  months  imprisonment. 

If  a papijl  (hall  publicly  teach  fchool,  or  fhall  inftrudt  youth  in  learning 
in  any  privatehoufe,  inthis  realm,  or  fhall  be  entertained  to  inftrotft  youth 
in  learning,  as  ufhcr,  under-mafter  or  afliftant  by  any  proteflant  fchool- 
mafter,  he  fhall  be  ejleemed  and  taken  to  be  a popilh  regular  clergyman  and  to 
be  profecuted  as  fuch,  and  incur  fuch  penalties  a3  any  popijh  regular  convitt 
is  liable  unto  by  the  laws  of  this  realm. 

No  perfon  whatsoever  qualified  to  teach  or  keep  fchool  publicly,  or 
teach  and  inftrudl  youth  in  learning  in  any  private  houfe,  or  as  ufher  or 
afliftant  to  any  proteftant,  who  fhall  not  firft,  or  at  the  next  general  aflizes 
or  quarter  fcflions,  take  the  oath  of  allegiance,  andfubfcribe  and  make  the 
declaration  and  the  oath  of  abjuration,  as  in  the  a<ft  of  the  zd  Ann,  c.  <5\ 
is  expreffed,  under  the  penalty  of  £10.  one  moiety  to  the  profecutor  and 
the  other  to  the  poor  of  the  parifh. 

If  any  perfon  after  ill  September  1709  fhall  difcover  any  popilh  fchool- 
mafter,  or  any  papift  teaching  or  inftrudling  youth  in  private  houfes,  as 
irutor,  or  as  ufher,  under?mafter  or  afliftant  to  any  proteftant  fchool-mafter, 
fo  as  the  faid  popilh  fchool-mafter,  tutor  or  ufher,  under-mafter  or  afliftant 
to  any  proteftant  fchool-mafter  be  apprehended  and  legally  convidted,  every 
perfon  making  fuch  difeovery  fhall  receive  as  a reward  for  the  fame  £io. 
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to  be  levied  on  the  popifh  inhabitants  of  the  county  where  fuch  popifh 
fchool-mafter,  tutor,  ufher,  under-mafter  or  afliftant  taught  or  inftr  tufted  1 
youth,  or  did  moft  commonly  refidc,  and  fhall  be  convicted  thereof. 

Two  juftices  may  fummon  any  papift  of  fixteen  years  of  age,  and  exa- 
mine fuch  perfon  touching  the  being,  refider.ee  and  abode  of  any  popifh 
fchool-mafter,  tutor,  ufher,  undei^-mafter  or  afliftant  to  any  proteftant 
fchool-mafter,  who  maybe  difguifed,  concealed  or  itinerant  in  the  country, 
and  if  fuch  perfon  refufe  to  appear,  or  to  be  examined  as  aforefaid,  fuch 
perfon  fhall  be  imprifoned  for  one  year,  unlefs  fuch  perfon  pays  a fum  not 
above  £ro.  to  the  poor  of  the  parifh  ; fuch  examination  to  be  only  for 
offences  committed  within  thirty  days,  and  the  perfon  examined  and  con- 
feffing,  fhall  be  difeharged  from  all  penalties  incurred  by  reafon  of  any 
offence  fo  confeffed. 

So  much  of  the  7th  Will,  3.  ch.  9.  and  8th  Anne,  ch.  3.  as  fubje&s 
papifts  who  publicly  teach  fchool,  or  iuftrudt  youth  in  learning  in  any  pri- 
vate heufe,  to  like  penalties  as  any  popifh  tegular  convift,  repealed. 

Not  to  extend  to  popifli  fchool-matler  who  fhall  not  take  and  fubferibe 
the  oath  of  allegiance  and  declaration  mentioned  in  the  13th  and  14th  Geo. 

3.  ch.  35.  in  one  of  the  Four  Courts,  or  at  the  quarter  feffions  for  the 
county  of  Dublin,  or  before  a judge  of  affize  in  open  court. 

Not  to  extend  to  any  popifli  fchool-mafter,  who  fhall  receive  into  his 
fchool  any  proteftant,  or  to  any  papift  who  fhall  be  entertained  to  inftnnft 
youth  in  learning  as  ufher,  under-mafter  or  affiftant,  by  any  proteftant 
fchool-mafter  in  this  realm. 

Not  to  be  conftrued  to  allow  erection  or  endowment  of  any  popifh  uni- 
verfity  or  college  or  endowed  fchool  in  this  realm,  or  to  authorize  any 
papift  or  prieft  to  teach  or  keep  fchool,  who  fhall  not  have  firft  obtained 
licence  of  the  ordinary,  which  the  ordinary  is  impowered  to  grant  and  re- 
call from  time  to  time  as  he  fhall  think  proper. 

From  the  paffing  of  this  a 61,  it  (hall  not  be  neceffary  that  the  licenfe  of 
the  ordinary  fhall  be  obtained  in  order  to  authorize  any  perfon  of  the  Ro- 
man Catholic  Religion,  to  keep  or  teach  fchool — provided  that  fuch  perfon 
fhall  in  all  other  refpedts  perform  the  requifites  required  by  and  conform 
himfelf  to  the  atft  of  2,1ft  and  zzd  Geo.  3 ch.  6z.  which  required  that 
any  perfon  of  che  popifh  religion,  who  fhould  teach  or  keep  fchool,  fhould 
firft  obtain  the  liccnfe  of  the  ordinary  ©f  the  diocefc. 

In  cafe  any  of  his  majefty’s  fubje&s  of  Ireland  fhall  go  or  fend  any  perfon 
to  any  public  or  private  popifh  fchool,  in  parts  beyond  the  feas,  in  order 
to  be  educated  in  the  popifh  religion,  and  be  there  trained  in  the  popifli 
religion,  or  fhall  lend  money  or  other  thing  towards  the  maintenance  of 
fuch  perfon  gone  or  fent  and  trained  as  aforefaid,  or  as  a charity  for  relief 
of  a religious  houfe,  every  perfon  fo  going,  fending,  orient,  fhall,  on  con- 
viction, be  difabledto  fue  inlaw  or  in  equity,  or  to  be  guardian,  executor, 

©r  adminiftrator,  or  take  a legacy  or  deed  of  gift,  or  bear  any  office,  and 
fhall  forfeit  goods  and  chattels  for  ever,  and  lands  for  life. 

Any  jujlice  of  the  peace , upon  information  that  any  perfon,  or  money,  or 
other  thing  is  gone  or  fent,  contrary  to  this  46b,  fhall  require  to  be  brought 
before  him  all  perfons  fufpeSled  or  charged  to  have  offended  therein,  and  fhall 
examine  the  perfons  fo  fufpedted  or  accufed  without  oath , and  any  other 
perfon  or  witneffes  on  oath , concerning  the  fame;  if  upon  fuch  examination 
it  fhall  appear  probable  to  him,  that  fuch  perfon,  fum  of  money,  or  other 
thing  was  gone  or  fent  away  contrary  to  this  a6t ; then  he  fhall  bind  fuch 
fufpedted  perfons  with  fufficienc  fureties,  and  fuch  other  perfons  as  he  fhall 
judge  fit  to  give  evidence,  and  the  informer,  in  recognizances  of  £zoo.  or 
fuch  greater  fum  as  to  him  fhall  feem  reafonable,  with  condition  to  appear 
at  the  next  quarter  feffions  of  the  peace  for  the  county  where  fuch  offence  is 
1'uppofed  to  be  committed,  or  where  the  offender  did  laft  refide  or  was  ta- 
ken : At  thefe  quarter  feffions  the  faid  juftice  of  peace  fhall  return  the  faid 
examinations  and  recognizances  to  the  clerk  of  the  peace  in  open  court, 
who  fhall  frame  an  information  againft  the  perfon  fufpedled,  who  fhall  in- 
ftantly  snfwer  thereto,  and  proceed  to  trial  thereon,  and  if  upon  fuch 
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trial  it  fhall  by  proof  appear  that  any  perfon,  or  money,  or  other  thing, 
was  by  fuch  perfon  fufpeChed,  fent  abroad,  and  if  by  fuch  proof,  it  fhall  ^ 
appear  probable  to  the  court  that  fuch  fending  was  contrary  to  the  aft,  then 
) the  perfon  fufpedled  mufl  fhew  where  fuch  perfon  fent  then  is,  and  alfo  to 
what  intent  and  purpofe  fuch  money  or  other  thing  was  fent,  and  fuch 
going  or  fending  fhall  be  adjudged  to  be  going  or  fending  contrary  to  this 
adt,  unlefs  the  perfon  denying  the  fame  fhall  prove  the  contrary ; if  by 
failure  of  fuch  proof,  or  otherwife,  upon  examination,  it  fhall  appear  to  the 
court  that  fuch  offence  hath  been  committed,  the  fame  being  entered  on  re- 
cord, fnall  be  a convidtion,  as  well  of  the  perfon  fent  as  of  the  perfon 
fending,  and  they  fhall  incur  the  penalties  aforefaid;  half  the  forfeiture  to 
the  crown,  the  other  to  the  profecutor.  g 

There  lies  an  appeal  from  the  quarter  felfions  to  the  jujiices  of  affizeof  * 3* 
the  laid  county,  at  the  next  aflizes. 

If  any  perfon  be  convicted  of  being  fent  beyond  feas  contrary  to  this  a&,  * 4* 

by  the  convidtion  of  the  perfon  fending  him  only,  fuch  perfon,  upon  hia 
return  into  this  kingdom,  fhall  at  any  time  vrithin  twelve  months  after  his 
or  her  return,  or  within  twelve  months  after  his  or  her  attaining  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  upon  his  prayer,  by  motion  in  the  King’s  Bench,  be  ad- 
mitted to  his  trial,  and  fuch  court  fhall  forthwith  caufe  an  information  to 
be  exhibited  againll  fuch  perfon  or  perfons,  to  which  he  or  they  fhall  plead, 
and  thereupon  the  laid  court  fhall  proceed  to  trial  of  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
fons by  jury  of  the  county  where  the  faid  court  fhall  then  fit;  and  the 
defendant  or  defendants  in  fuch  cafe,  fnall  upon  his  or  their  trial,  be  ob- 
liged to  prove  to  what  intent  or  purpofe  he,  file,  or  they  was  or  were  fent 
beyond  the  feas,  and  unlefs  he,  fhe,  or  they  fhall  make  fuch  proof,  where- 
by it  may  appear,  that  he,  fhe,  or  they  were  not  fent  contrary  to  this  adt, 
it  fhall  be  taken  for  granted,  that  he  was  lent  contrary  to  this  adt,  as 
though  the  fame  had  been  fully  proved;  and  in  cafe,  upon  his,  her,  or 
their  trial,  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  fhall  be  acquitted,  he,  fhe,  and  they,  fo 
acquitted,  fhall  be  difehargedof  all  the  penalties  in  this  adt,  except  his,  her 
or  their  goods  and  chattels,  and  the  profits  of  his,  her  or  their  lands  incur- 
red and  received  before  fuch  acquittal. 

Every  fuch  perfon  fent  as  aforefaid,  that  fhall  within  fix  months  after  5* 
his  return  into  this  kingdom,  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  or  King’s  Bench, 
in  term  time,  between  eight  and  twelve  in  the  morniug,  take  the  oaths 
and  repeat  and  fubferibe  the  declaration,  mentioned  and  appointed  in  and 
by  an  adt  lately  made  in  the  parliament  of  England  (intitled,  “ An  Adt 
for  abrogating  the  Oath  of  Supremacy  in  Ireland,  and  appointing  other 
Oaths,”)  fhall  from  thenceforth  be  difeharged  of  all  the  incapacities  and 
difabilities  aforefaid,  and  fhall  be  reftored  to  the  receipt  of  the  future 
growing  rents,  ilTues  and  profits  of  his  faid  real  eftate  only,  but  fhall  ne- 
verthelefs  lofe  all  the  paft  rents,  ifi’ues  and  profits  thereof,  and  all  his  ner- 
fonal  eftate.  t 

If  fuch  perfon,  after  taking  faid  oaths  and  fubferibing  faid  declaration,  S* 
fhall  profefs  the  popifh  religion,  or  refufe  taking  faid  oaths  and  fubferibing 
faid  declaration,  when  the  fame  fhall  be  tendered  to  him  by  the  quarter 
feflions  for  the  county  w here  he  reiides,  he  fhall  incur  all  and  every  the 
aforefaid  penalties,  as  if  he  had  never  taken  faid  oaths  or  fubferibed  faid 
declaration. 

Offences  againft  this  adt  may  be  inquired  into,  heard  and  determined  S*  7* 
before  the  juilices  of  the  King’s  Bench,  or  juftices  of  affize,  or  gaol  deli- 
very! or  of  oyer  and  terminer  of  fuch  counties  where  the  offenders  did 
laft  dwell  or  abide,  or  whence  he,  fhe  nr  they  departed,  or  were  fent  out 
of  the  kingdom,  or  where  he,  fhe  or  they  went,  or  fhall  be  refpedlively 
taken  or  apprehended. 

K any  perfon  fhall  upon  his  trial  before  the  quarter  feflions  be  acquitted  S* 
by  the  faid  court,  or  upon  his  appeal  to  the  judges  of  aflize,  fhall  by  faid 
judges  of  affize  be  acquitted,  or  in  cafe  he  fhall  upon  his  trial  be  acquitted 
by  the  jury  upon  any  indidtment,  preferment,  or  information,  he  fhall 
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not  be  liable  to  be  profecuted  upon  this  aft,  in  any  other  manner  for  the 
fame  offence. 

If  any  perfon  of  the  popifh  religion,  lhall  fend  or  willingly  fuffer  to  be 
fent  any  child  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  (except  failors,  Ihipboys, 
or  the  apprentices  or  faftor  of  fome  merchant  in  trade  of  merchandize  ) 
beyond  fea,  without  fpecial  licence  of  the  King,  or  Lord  Lieutenant,  and 
four  of  the  Privy  Council  of  this  realm,  fuch  perfon  fhall  incur  the  penal- 
ties mentioned  in  the  aft  of  the  7th  Will.  3.  ch.  4. 

Any  of  the  judges  of  the  K.  B.  or  C.  P.  or  barons  of  the  Exchequer, 
cr  two  juftices  of  the  peace  may,  on  reasonable  caufe  of  fufpicion  that  fuch 
child  has  been  fent  abroad  contrary  to  the  aft,  convene  the  parent  or  guar- 
dian, or  fuch  other  perfon  as  had  the  care  of  the  child,  and  require  that  the 
child  be  produced  in  two  months,  and  if  the  child  be  not  produced  within 
faid  time,  nor  reafonable  caufe  Ihewn  for  obtaining  further  time  for  the 
fame  till  the  next  following  quarter  feflions,  nor  proof  made  that  the  child 
is  within  this  kingdom,  or  in  England  or  Scotland,  and  not  in  parts  be- 
yond the  feas,  then  fuch  child  lhall  be  deemed  to  be  then  educated  in 
foreign  parts  contrary  to  the  aforefaid  aft,  and  lhall  incur  all  the  penalties 
and  difabilities  in  faid  aft  mentioned. 

The  7th  Will.  3.  ch.  4.  is  repealed  by  326  Geo.  3.  ch.  1792- 

Children  of  papifts,  deemed  papifts  till  conformity. 

Converts  in  employment  or  place  of  profit  or  trull  from  the  crown,  mem- 
bers of  parliament,  barrifters,  attornies,  folicitors,  or  officers  in  any  court, 
lhall  educate  their  children,  under  fourteen  at  time  of  converfion,  pro- 
tellants,  and  for  default  thereof,  fuch  employment  or  place  of  profit  or 
truft  is  null  and  void,  fuch  member  of  parliament  fhall  be  incapable  to  lit 
or  vote  in  cither  houfe  of  parliament,  and  the  party  offending  for  ever  in- 
capable to  have  any  employment  or  place  of  profit  or  truft  under  the 
crown,  and  every  fuch  barrifter,  attorney,  folicitor  or  officer  lhall  be  in- 
capable of  praftifing  as  barrifter,  attorney,  or  folicitor,  privately  or  pub- 
licly, or  officiating  in  any  of  the  courts — not  to  extend  to  the  office  pf  high 
or  petty  conftable,  tything  man,  headboroiigh,  overfeer  of  the  poor, 
church-wardens,  furveyors  e*  the  highways,  or  any  like  inferior  civil 
office  in  the  kingdom. 

All  children  of  popilh  parents  or  parent  who  from  the  age  of  twelve 
years,  have  been  conflantly  bred  up  fn  the  proteftant  religion,  and  have 
received  the  lacramcnt  according  to  the  church  of  Ireland  as  by  law  efta* 
blilhed,  lhall  be  reputed  as  proteftants,  and  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  proteftants. — But  if  fuch  children  lhall 'at  any  time,  after  they 
come  to  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  declare  themfelves  pf  the  communion  of 
the  church  of  Rome,  or  be  prefent  at  mattins  or  vefpers,  according  to  the 
praftice  of  the  church  of  Rome,  they  faall  be  fubjeft  to  all  fuch  penalties 
as  converted  papifts  relapfmg  to  popery,  ire  bylaw  liable  to. 

All  converts  fhall  educate  their  children,  who  ihall  at  the  time  of  conver- 
fion be  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  or  who  lhall  be  born  after,  in  the 
proteftant  religion.— Converts  educating  or  knowingly  and  willingly  per- 
mitting their  children  to  be  educated  in  the  popilh  religion,  lhall  be  fubjeft 
to  fuch  difabilities  and  incapacities  as  papifts  are — Pratcfiants  educating  or 
willingly  and  knowingly  permitting  their  children  (not  already  papifts, 
and  above  fourteen  years  of  age)  to  be  educated  papifts,  fhall  be  fubjeft  to 
fuch  difabilities  as  papifts  are. 
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adly.  AS  TO  GUARDIANSHIP. 

J4th&i^th  ONE  not  of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  England,  dying  feifed 
Char.  sd.  of  land  for  which  his  heir  (within  age)  Ihould  have  been  in  ward,  Lordv 

ch.  io.  S.  Chancellor,  Chief  Judges,  Chief  Baron,  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer, 

, 1 * and  flatter  of  she  Rolls,  or  any  three  of  them,  after  inquifttion  duly  found 
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Slid  returned  into  chancery  of  the  death  of  fuch  perfon  and  of  Ii ig  heir 
being  under  age,  may  difpofe  of  the  cuftody  and  tuition  of  Iuch  heir,  until 
the  age  of  twenty  one,  to  any  perfon  next  of  kin  to  the  heir,  to  whom 
the  cilate  cannot  defcend,  iuch  perfon  being  of  the  communion  of  the 
Church  of  England,  who  is  to  educate  fuch  heir  in  the  proteliaht  religion. 

If  a proteftant  marry  any  woman,  without  having  obtained  a certificate 
jn  writing  of  the  minifler  of  the  pariih,  biihop  of  the  diocelc,  and  feme 
juftice  of  the  peace,  living  near  the  place  where  fuch  woman  fha.Il  be  re- 
sident at  the  time  of  fuch  marriage,  or  any  two  of  them,  of  her  being  a 
known  proteftant,  (which  certificate  ihall  be  attefted  by  two  witnefies,! 
fuch  perfon  fo  marrying  ihall  from  and  after  fuch  marriage,  be  in  law 
deemed  a papift  or  pepiih  recufant,  and  (among  other  difabilities  in  this 
adt  fet  forth,)  be  difabled  from  being  guardian  to  any  perfon  whatfoever* 
itnlefs  ihe  is  converted  within  a year,  and  a certificate  thereof  obtained 
from  the  biihop  of  the  diocefe  or  arch-biihop  of  the  province,  or  the  lord 
chancellor,  and  inrclled  in  Chancery. 

No  papift  ihall  be  guardian  unto,  cr  have  the  tuition  or  cuftody  of  any 
orphan  child  or  children  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  hut  the  fame, 
where  the  perfon  having  or  entitled  to  tire  guardianihip  is  or  iliall  be  a 
papift,  ihall  be  difpofed  of  by  the  Court  of  Chancery  to  fonie  near  relation 
of  fuch  orphan  child  or  children,  being  a proteftant,  fo  whom  the  eftate 
cannot  defcend,  in  cafe  there  ihall  be  any  fuch  proteftant  fit  to  have  the 
education  of  fuch  child,  other  wife  to  feme  other  proteftant,  who  is  to  ufe 
his  utmoft  care  to  educate  fuch  child  in  the  proteftant  religion  until  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years And  the  Court  cf  Chancery  is  impowered  and  re- 

quired to  make  fuch  order  for  the  educating  in  the  proteftant  religion,  the 
child  and  children  of  any  papift,  where  either  the  father  or  tnother  is  or 
Jhall  be  a proteftant,  till  the  age  of  eighteen,  as  to  that  court  ihall  feem 
rqeet ; and  in  order  thereto  to  limit  and  appoint  where,  and  in  what  man- 
ner, and  by  whom,  fuch  child  or  children  fhall  be  educated  ; and  the 
father  of  fuch  child  or  children  ihall  pay  the  charges  of  fuch  education  as 
fhall  be  directed  by  laid  court ; and  fuch  child  or  children  iliall  and  may  be 

taken  from  fuch  popifs  parent,  for  education  according  to  fuch  order If 

any  papift  fhall  take  the  guardianihip,  or  tuition  of  any  orphan  child  or 
children  contrary  to  this  adt,  fuch  tapift  ihall  forfeit  £500.  to  the  Blue- 
Coat-Hofpital,  in  the  City  of  Dublin. 

It  ihall  and  may  be  lawful  for  a papift,  who  fhall  have  taken  the  oath  of 
allegiance  and  declaration  in  13th  and  14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  3 5.  mentioned, 
except  an  eccle/iajlick,  to  have  the  guardianihip,  care,  and  tuition  of  his  or 
her  own  child  cr  children,  or  of  any  child  or  children  of  a papift,  any 
thing  contained  in  the  14th  and  15th  Char.  ad.  ch.  19.  the  ad  Ann.  ch.  6. 
or  9th  Will.  3.  ch.  3.  to  the  contrary  notwitkftaoding, 

A proteftant  father  may  difpofe  of  the  cuftody  and  tuition  of  his  unmar- 
ried children,  while,  under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  any  perfon  ether 

than  papifs -Any  father  of  the  popijh  religion,  not  having  lapfed  from 

the  proteftant  religion,  may  likevvife  difpofe  of  the  cuftody  cf  his  children 
under  twenty-one  years  of  age,  to  any  perfon  other  than  to  an  ecclefiajiick 

of  the  Church  of  Rome Papifts  not  capable  of  being  the  guardian  of  a 

child  of  a papift,  who  ihall  not  have  taken  and  fubferibed  to  the  oath  of 
allegiance  and  declaration  preferibed  by  1 3th  and  14th  Gro.  3.  ch.  35 — - 
If  the  child  of  a papift  under  twenty-one  ears  of  age  bs  conveyed  out  of 
the  kingdom,  the  Court  of  Chancery,  on  a bid  filed  on  behalf  cf  laid 
child,  ihall  make  provifion  for  the  nrefervation  of  the  eftates  of  fuch  child, 
until  brought  back  to  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  and  given  up  to  the  cuftody 
of  fuch  guardian  as  iliall  have  been  appointed  by  the  father  of  fuch  chili 

So  much  of  the  1 3th  and  (4’h  Char.  2d.  ch.  19.  as  requires  the  iilu- 

ing  of  an  inquifuion  in  certain  cafes,  and  enables  the  Chancellor,  the  two 
Chief  Judges,  the  Chief  Baron,  and  Chancellor  of  the  Exechequer,  and 
Mailer  of  the  Rolls,  to  appoint  a guardian  to  the  children  of  perfons  not 
of  the  communion  of  the  Church  of  England,  dying  feifed  of  lands,  for 
which  their  heirs  would  havs  been  in  ward  before  the  palling  cf  faid  a&, 
is  heieby  repealed. 
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jdly.  AS  TO  MARRIAGE. 

I F a proteflant  woman  unmarried,  heir  apparent  to  her  anceftor,  or 
having  any  e/late  or  intereft  in  lands,  or  £500.  perfonal  eftate,  marry  any 
perfon  without  having  firft  obtained  a certificate  in  writing  under  the  hand 
of  the  minifter  of  the  parifh,  biffiop  of  the  diocefe,  and  fome  juftice  of  the 
pea-  e living  near  the  place,  or  any  two  of  them  (witneffed  by  two  wit- 
nefi'es, ) that  he  is  a known  proteflant,  they  fhatl  be  incapable  of  holding 
fuch  eftates  or  imerefts,  and  the  faid  eftates  and  interefts  fhall  go  to  the 
next  proteflant  of  kin,  to  whom  the  fame  would  defcend  or  come  to  by 
law,  were  lhe  and  all  intervening  papifts  heirs,  executors,  or  adminiflra- 
fnrs  dead  inteflate,  and  fuch  proteflant  next  of  kin  may  fue  for  and  recover 
the  fame  as  if  legally  entitled  as  heir,  executor,  or  adminiflrator  to  fuch 

woman,  who  to  that  purpofe  fhall  be  dead  in  law —And  fuch  woman 

and  her  hufband  fhall  for  ever  be  incapable  of  being  heir,  executor,  admi- 
niflrator  or  guardian  to  any  proteflant. — And  in  cafe  any  proteftanc  minifter 
or  popijh  p>  ieff,  or  other  perfon  whatfoever,  fhall  join  in  marriage  any  pro- 
teftant  woman,  having  any  of  faid  eftates  or  interefts,  to  any  perfon  what- 
foever, without  fuch  certificate,  he  or  they,  being  convi&ed  by  confeflion 
or  verdict,  fhall  fuffer  one  year's  imprifonment,  and  forfeit  £20.  one 
moiety  to  the  king  and  the  ether  to  the  profecutor. 

If  any  proteflant  fhall  marry  any  maiden  or  woman,  without  having 
obtained  fuch  certificate,  he  fhall  be  deemed  a papift  or  popifli  recufant, 
and  fhall  for  ever  afterwards  be  difabled  from  being  heir,  executor,  ad- 
miniftrator,  or  uardian  to  any  perfon,  as  alfo  to  fit  in  either  houfe  of  par- 
liament, and  alfo  be  incapable  of  having,  bearing,  or  exercifing  any  civil 
or  military  office  or  employment  whatfoever,  unlefs  he  procures  her  to  be 
converted  within  one  year,  and  obtains  a certificate  thereof  under  the  hand 
and  feal  of  the  bifhop  of  the  diocefe,  or  archbifbop  of  the  province,  or 
chancellor  of  the  kingdom,  and  inrells  the  fame  in  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery. 

If  any  popifb  priejl , or  proteflant  minifter,  or  other  perfon  whatfoever, 
marry  any  foldier,  inlifted  in  his  majefty’s  army  in  this  kingdom,  to  any 
wife,  without  fuch  certificate,  he  fhall  forfeit  £to.  to  be  levied  by  war- 
rant of  a juftice  6f  peace  of  his  goods  and  chattels,  or  in  default  thereof 
committed  to  gaol  until  he  pays  the  fame,  one  moiety  to  the  informer 

and  the  other  to  the  ufe  of  the  county But  appeal  lies  from  the  jujlice 

of  peace  to  the  jujlices  of  the  next  quarter  feffions. 

In  all  cafes  where  a certificate  is  required  by  this  aeft,  that  the  perfon 
marrying  is  a known  proteflant,  if  any  marriage  fhall  be  made  without 
fuch  certificate,  and  it  can  afterwards  be  made  appear  by  proof,  that  fuch 
perfon  was  a known  proteflant,  in  fuch  cafe  they  fhall  not  be  liable  to  any 
forfeitures  or  penalties  in  this  a<ft. 

If  proteflant,  having  real  or  perfonal  eftate  in  this  kingdom,  marry  a 
papift,  either  within  this  kingdom,  or  in  any  parts  out  of  this  kingdom, 
fuch  perfon,  being  thereof  convidled  by  indidlment  or  information,  fhall 
incur  the  penalties  in  9th  Will.  3d.  ch.  3.  to  be  tried  in  any  county  where 
offender  hath  eftate  or  chattels  real,  or  in  the  City  of  Dublin,  provided, 
that  the  certificate  of  a proteflant  minifter,  by  whom  any  perfon  fhall  be 
marred  out  of  this  kingdom,  attefted  by  a public  notary,  containing  the 
matter  to  be  certified  by  the  faid  former  acl  by  the  perfons  therein  men- 
tioned, fliall  be  fufficieat  and  in  lieu  of  the  certificate  required  by  faid 
former  a<5t 

If  any  perfon  above  fourteen  years  of  age,  after  ift  November,  1707, 
by  indirect  means  allure  or  take  away  a maid,  having  fubftance  in  lands  or 
goods,  or  being  heirefs  and  within  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  from  her 
parent  or  guardian,  and  with  her  confent  contra#  matrimony  with  her, 
or  if  the  fon  and  heir  or  other  fon  of  a perfon  having  £30.  per  annum  in 
De  l?  or  <00  pcrional  eftate,  or  of  a perfon  deceafed,  fhall  marry  before 

twenty- 
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twenty-ore  years  cf  age  without  confent  of  parent  or  guardian,  the  popijh 
prieft  prefuming  to  ceiebratethe  marriage  of  any  of  the  perfons  aforefaid, 
or  celebrating  matrimony  between  any  perfons,  knowing  that  at  the  time 
of  fuch  marriage  they  or  either  of  them  be  of  the  proteftant  religion,  fhall, 
on  conviction,  be  adjudged  to  be  a popifh  regular,  and  lliall  fuffer  all  the 
pains,  penalties  and  forfeitures  of  a popilh  regular. 

If  any  popifn  prieft  fhall,  after  the  ift  of  September  1709,  be  profe- 
cuted  for  offending  contrary  to  the  6th  Anne,  c.  16.  in  celebrating  matri- 
mony between  any  perfons,  knowing  at  the  time  of  fuch  marriage,  they  or 
either  of  them  to  be  proteftants,  and  it  fhall  appear  that  the  faid  perfons 
fo  married,  01  any  one  of  them,  was  or  were  apioteftant  or  proteftants  at 
the  time  or  the  marriage,  it  fhall  be  prefumed,  allowed  and  concluded  to 
all  intents  and  purpofes,  that  the  faid  popifh  prieft  did  celebrate  matrimony 
between  the  faid  perfons,  knowing  at  the  time  of  fuch  marriage  that  they, 
or  ©ne  of  them,  were  of  the  proteftant  religion,  unlefs  the  faid  popifh 
prieft  fhall  produce  and  prove  a certificate  or  certificates,  under  the  hand 
and  feal  or  hands  and  feals  of  the  minifter  or  minifters  of  the  parifh  or 
parilhes  where  the  parties  fo  married  did,  at  the  time  of  the  faid  marriage, 
refpedtively  refide,  certifying  that  the  faid  perfon  or  perfons  were  not  of 
the  proteftant  religion  at  the  time  of  the  celebration  of  faid  marriage. 

If  any  popifh  prieft  fhall,  after  25th  of  April  1 726,  take  upon  him  to 
celebrate  any  marriage  between  two  proteftants  or  reputed  proteftants,  or 
between  a proteftant  or  reputed  proteftant  and  a papift,  fuch  popifh  prieft 
fhall  be  guilty  of  felony,  without  benefit  of  clergy  or  of  the  ftatute. 

The  juftices  of  the  peace  may  fummon  perfons  fuftefted  to  be  married 
by  fuch  popifh  prieft,  or  to  have  been  prefent  at  the  celebration  of  fuch 
marriage,  and  examine  them  upon  oath,  where,  and  by  what  perfon,  and 
with  what,  form  and  ceremonies  fuch  marriage  was  celebrated,  and  what 
religion  the  perfons  married  profefled,  and  who  were  prefent  at  fuch  mar- 
riage *,  and  if  the  perfons  fo  fummoned  negledl  to  appear,  or  refufe  to  be 
examined,  or  after  examination  refufe  to  enter  into  recognizance  to  pro- 
fecute,  they  fhall  be  imprifoned  three  years,  but  if'  they  fhall  fubmit  to  do 
as  aforefaid,  within  the  three  years,  they  are  then  to  be  difeharged  upon 
fuch  their  fubmiffion,  and  doing  as  aforefaid. 

Nominifter  fhall,  after  25th  March  1737,  knowingly,  in  any  church  or 
chapel  where  divine  l’ervice  is  celebrated  according  to  the  ufuge  of  the 
church  of  Ireland,  publifh  the  banns  of  matrimony  between  any  perfons, 
whereof  one  is  of  the  proteftant  and  the  other  of  the  popifh  religion,  nor 
without  a certificate  from  three  perfons  of  the  parilh  or  parifhes  where 
fuch  banns  are  publifhed,  that  the  parties  fo  intending  to  marry,  are  both 
of  the  proteftant,  or  both  of  the  popifh,  religion  ; and  every  minifter 
offending  herein  fhall  be  liable  to  fuch  ecclefialtical  cenfure,  as  he  would 
have  been  by  the  ecclefiafticai  law  of  this  kingdom  for  celebrating  a clan- 
deftine  marriage. 

After  the  ift  May  174 6,  every  marriage  celebrated  by  a popifh  prieft, 
between  a papift  and  any  perfon  who  hath  been  or  hath  prpfeffed  him  or 
herfelf  to  be  a proteftant,  at  any  time  within  twelve  months  before  fuch 
celebration  of  marriage,  or  between  two  proteftants,  fhall  be  null  and  void 
to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  without  any  procefs,  judgment  or  fentence  of 
the  law  whatfoever. 

After  1 ft  of  May  1750,  every  popifh  prieft  who  fhall  celebrate  any  mar- 
riage contrary  to  the  12th  Geo.  1.  cb.  3.  and  be  thereof  convidled,  fhall 
be  guilty  of  felony  without  benefit  of  clergy  or  of  the  ftatute,  and  fuffer 
death  accordingly,  although  the  marriage,  fo  celebrated  by  fuch  popifh 
prieft,  be  declared  null  and  void  by  the  19th  Geo.  2.  ch.  13. 

No  convert  fhall  be  juftice  of  peace,  whofe  wife  is  a papift,  or  who  edu- 
cates any  of  his  children  under  fixteen  years  of  age  in  the  popifh  religion ; 
fuch  perfon  adting  as  a juftice  of  peace  fhall,  on  convidhon,  fuffer  one 
year’s  imprifonment  and  forfeit  £100.  one  moiety  to  the  king,  the  ether  to 
the  profecutr-.-,  and  fhall  be  for  ever  incapable  of  being  an  executor,  admi- 
niftrator,  or  guardian. 

If  any  perfon  or  perfons  now  or  hereafter  to  be  admitted  a barrifter,  ftx 
clerk , attorney  or  foheitor,  fhall  marry  within  this  kingdom,  or  out  of  the 
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fame,  ary  woman  of  the  popifh  religion,  or  fhall  educate,  or  permit  to 
educated,  any  of  his  children  who  are  now  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  or 
fhall  be  hereafter  born,  in  the  popifh  religion,  fuch  perfon  fo  marrying  or 
educating,  or  permitting  any  of  his  children  to  be  educated  in  the  popifh 
religion,  fhall  be  thenceforth  deemed  a papift,  and  difabled  from  being  a 
barrifter,^//*  clerk , attorney  orfolicitor,  unlefs  fuch  perfon  fo  marrying  fhall, 
in  one  year  after  fuch  marriage,  procure  fuch  wife  to  be  converted  to  the 
proteftant  religion,  and  obtain  r certificate  thereof,  under  the  hand  and  feal 
of  the  bifnop  of  the  diocefe  or  archbifhop  of  the  province,  or,  in  their  ab- 
fence,  of  the  chancellor  or  vicar -general  of  fuch  archbifhop  or  bifhop,  and 
procure  fai£  certificate  to  beinrolled  in  Chancery. 

S.  1 3.  If  any  perfon  who  fhall  incur  any  difability  in  refpeft  of  marrying  a wo- 

man of  the  popifh  religion,  and  not  procuring  her  to  be  converted  to  the  pro- 
teftant religion  within  one  year  as  aforefaid,  fhall  furvive  fuch  wife,  fuch 
Z(j  Qeo  difability  fhall  from  and  after  her  death  ceafe  and  determine. 

Cj1  So  much  of  the  7th  Geo.  2.  ch.  j.  as  enafts  “ that  if  any  perfonadmit- 

a barrijlery  attorney  or  folicitcr , fhall  marry  any  woman  of  the  popifh 
religion,  fuch  perfon  fhall  he  deemed  a papift,  and  be  difabled  front  being 
a barrifter,  attorney  or  folicitorf'-  is  hereby  repealed;  and  every  perfon  io 
married  or  marrying,  being  otherwife  duly  intitled,  may,  notwithftanding 
fuch  marriage,  continue  or  be  admitted  to  praftife  as  a barrijler , attorney  or 
folic  i tor. 

The  aft  of  the  9th  Wrn.  3.  ch.  3.  is  hereby  repealed — provided  that 
the  repeal  thereof  fhall  not  in  any  fort  aiTeft  any  fuit  heretofore  commenced 
and  now  depending  grounded  on  laid  aft. 

So  much  of  the  ad  Anne,  ch.  6.  as  fubjefts  proteftants,  intermarrying 
with  papifts  either  within  the  kingdom  or  in  parts  without  the  kingdom  to 
the  pains,  penalties  or  difabilities  iaflifttd  by  the  faid  aft  of  the  9th  W.  3. 
ch.  3.  is  hereby  repealed. 

It  fhall  and  may  he  lawful  to  and  for  proteftants,  and  perfons  profeffing 
the  popifh  religion  to  intermarry,  and  to  and  for  archbifhops,  bilhops  and 
all  perfons  having  lawful  jurifdiftion  to  grant  licenfes  for^marriages  to  be 
celebrated  between  proteftants  and  perfons  profeffing  the  Roman  Catholic 
Religion,  and  for  clergymen  of  the  eftabiifhed  Church  to  pubiifh  the  banr.s 
of  marriage  between  fuch  perfons,  and  that  clergymen  of  the  eftabiifhed 
church,  duly  celebrating  fuch  marriages  fhall  not  be  liable  to  any  pain, 
penalty  or  cenfure  for  celebrating  the  fame. 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  fhall  extend  to  authorize  protef- 
tant diflenting  minifters  or  popifh  priefts  to  celebrate  marriage  between  pro- 
teftants of  the  eftabiifhed  church  and  Roman  Catholics. 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  fhall  extend  or  be  conftrned  to  ex- 
tend to  enable  any  proteftant  who  now  is  or  hereafter  fhall  be  married  to 
a popifh  wife  to  vote  at  any  eleftion  of  reprefentatives  to  ferve  in  parlia- 
ment other  than  as  he  may  by  the  laws  in  being  before  the  pafling  of  this 
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4thly.  AS  TO  SELF-DEFENCE. 

ALL  papifts  fhall  difeover  and  deliver  up  to  a juftice  of  peace  or  head  of- 
ficer of  their  place  of  refidence,  all  their  arms,  armour  and  ammunition. 
Auy  two  juftices  of  the  peace,  or  any  chief  officer  of  a town  corporate,  by 
themfelves  or  by  their  warrant,  are  impowered,  from  time  to  time,  to  fearch 
for  and  feire  all  fuch  arms,  armourand  ammunition  as  fhall  be  concealed  in 
any  honfe,  lodging  or  other  places  where  they  fhall  fufpeCl  any  fuch  arms 
armour  or  ammunition  fhall  be  concealed,  and  the  fame  fo  feifedprefervefor 
rhe  king’s  ufe,  and  return  a true  account  thereof  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant. 
The  fearch  muft  be  made  between  the  riling  and  fetting  of  tile  fun,  other 
than  in  cities  and  their  fuburbs,  towns  corporate,  market  towns,  if  it  fhall 
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fee  fo  thought  neccfiary,  and  the  warrant  for  that  purpofe  do  direct  and  ap- 
point : In  cafe  fuch  juftices  of  the  peace,  or  chief  officer  of  town  cor- 
porate, after  fuch  fearch  made,  fufpeti  that  any  aims  armour  or  ammuni- 
tion remained  concealed,  they  are  required  to  caufe  the  perfons  fufpected 
of  concealing  the  fame  to  be  brought  before  them,  and  to  be  examined 
upon  oath  concerning  the  fame. — Every  papift  who  ffiall  have  arms  ar- 
mour or  ammunition,  and  not  difcover  and  deliver  up  the  fame,  and  every 
other  perfon  who  wittingly  ffiall  have  any  arms  armour  or  ammunition  to 
the  ufe  of  or  in  truft:  for  fuch  papift,  and  every  fuch  perfon  who,  upon 
demand  or  fearch  made  for  fucli  arms  armour  and  ammunition,  {hall  relufe 
to  declare  to  the  juftices  or  perfons  impowered  to  fearch  for  and  feize  the 
fame,  what  arms  armour  and  ammunition  they,  or  any  other  to  his  know-' 
Jedge  or  with  his  privity  hare,  or  fhn.ll  hinder  the  delivery  thereof  to  the 
perfons  authorifed  to  fearch  for  and  feize  the  fame,  and  every  other  perfon 
who  fhall  refufe  to  make  difeovery  on  oath,  to  be  adminifteied  by  the  faid 
juftices  or  chief  officer  of  town  corporate  concerning  the  prem  hes,  or  be- 
ing Tummoned  by  warrant,  under  the  hands  of  two  juftices  of  the  peace, 
ihall,  without  reafonable  caufe,  refufe  or  neglect  to  appear  before  fuch 
juftices  of  the  peace  or  chief  officer  to  be  examined  concerning  the  pre- 
iniffes,  (hall  forfeit  in  manner  following,  viz,  if  fuch  perfon  be  a peer  or 
peerefs,  he  or  ffie  {hall  for  the  firft  offence  forfeit  £ 100.  and  for  the  fecor.d 
offence  incur  the  penalty  of  a perfon  attainted  in  a praemunire,  and  be- 
i.ag  thereof  convicted,  Ihall  fuffer  puniffiment  accordingly  ; -f  fuch  per- 
son be  under  the  degree  of  a peer  or  peerefs,  he  or  ffie  fhall  for  the  hr  Pc 
offence  forfeit  £30.  and"  imprisonment  for  one  year,  are.  for  the  fecond 
offence  incur  and  fuffer  the  pains  and  penalties  of  ;erfons  attainted  in 
a praemunire  : — If  the  forfeiture  by  tire  peer  or  peerefs,  one  moiety  to 
go  to  the  king,  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  prc-fecutor. — Lord  Li-  - ■ te- 
nant and  privy  council  may,  by  order  of  privy  council,  licence  any  per- 
jfon,  as  he  and  they  fhall  think  fit,  to  keep  fuch  arms  as  fhall  : c particu- 
larly expreffed  in  JucK  licence.  Perfons  refusing  the  oaths  and  declara- 
tion in  act  mentioned,  tendered  by  a juftice  of  peace,  fhall  be  deemed 
papifts.  Magiftrates  neglecting  or  lefufing  to  execute  this  act  forfeit  £50. 
one  moiety  to  the  king,  the  other  to  the  profecutor,  and  difabled  to  act. 

No  papift  or  reputed  papift;  fhall  be  employed  as  fowler  for  a proteftant, 
or  under  colour  thereof  fhall  have,  keep,  carry  or  ufe  any  gun  or  fire- 
arms; the  fame  may  be  feized  by  warrant  of  a juftice  of  peace,  and  be- 
longs to  the  informer,  notwithftandirg  the  fame  fliould  be  the  property  of 
a proteftant. 

. The  powers  in  yth  Will.  3,  ch.  5.  may  be  exercifed  by  all  juftices  of 
the  peace  and  chief  officers  of  cities  and  towns  corporate  ; the  penalty  for 
firft  offence  in  peers  and  peereflss  extended  to  £300.  and  in  other  perfous 
to  £5°.  and  One  year’s  imprifonment ; faid  penalties  of  £300.  and  £50." 
to  be  divided  between  the  king  and  the  profecutor.  Juftices  of  the  peace 
for  counties,  and  counties  of  cities,  and  counties  of  towns,  at  Midfummer 
quarter  feflious  yearly,  fhall  iffue  warrants  to  conftables  and  two  others  in 
each  barony,  to  fearch  for  arms  armour  and  ammunition  in  the  pofteffion 
of  papifts  or  other  petfons  in  truft  for  them  ; and  the  chief  magiftrate  of 
every  city  and  town  corporate,  not  being  a county  of  a city  or  county  of  a 
town,  or  his  deputy,  fhall  once  in  a year  iffue  his  warrant  to  the  con- 
ftables of  each  city  or  town  to  fearch  in  like  manner.  The  chief  magiftrate, 
or  his  deputy,  neglecting  fo  to  do  ffiall  forfeit  Tio.  and  every  high  ecu - 
ftable  neglecting  to  execute  fuch  warrant  ffiall  forfeit  the  fum  of  £5  and 
every  petty  conftable  neglecting  to  execute  fuch  warrant  ffiall  forfeit  £ r . 
the  laid  refpective  penalties  to  be  recovered  by  civil  bill,  by  any  perfon 
who  fhall  fue  for  the  fame.  If  juftices  neglect  to  fearch,  after  due  infor- 
mation upon  oath,  they  forfeit  £2,0.  recoverable  by  civil  bill  to  the  ufe  of 
the  perfon  fuing  for  the  fame  — No  papift,  or  other  perfon  in  truft  for 
* him,  fhall  for  fale  or  otherwife,  keep  c r have  for  or  upon  any  pretence 
whatfoever,  any  warlike  ftrres,  fword  blade3,  barrels,  locks  or  ftocks  of 
guns  or  fire-arms,  on  penalty,  cn  conviction,  of  £20.  by  civil  bill  to  the 
profecutor,  and  imprifonment  onC  year,  and  till  the  X' 20,  be  paid.  Where 
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try  frctpftant  fervant,  by  the  diredlion,  confent,  cr  privity  of  his  pepifh 
matter,  keep  arms,  fuch  matter  fnail  be  deemed  as  if  he  actually  kept  luch 
arms,  and  fhali  fufter  the  penalties  that  are  inflicted  on  papifts  who  keep 
arms,  and  fuch  fervant  ttiall  be  fubjedi  to  faid  penalties  as  if  he  were  a 
papift.  All  fuits  and  prcfecutions  for  any  offence  againft  this  acl  fhali  be 
commenced  within  one  year  after  the  offence  committed. 

One  or  more  juilice  or  juftices  of  the  peace  and  all  fherifts  and  chief 
tnagiftrates  of  cities  and  towns  corporate,  within  their  refpedtive  jurifdic- 
tions,  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  weii  by  night  a*  by  day,  fearch  for  and 
feize  ail  arms  and  ammunition  belonging  to  any  papift  not  licenfed  to  keep 
the  fame,  dr  in  the  hands  of  any  perfon  in  truft  for  a papift,  and  for  that 
purpdfe  enter  any  dwelling -houfe,  out  houfe,  office,  field  or  other  place 
belonging  to  a papift,  or  to  any  other  perfon  where  fuch  magiftrate  haw 
rcafonable  caufe  to  fnfpeSt  any  fuch  arms  or  ammunition  fir  all  be  concealed, 
and  on  fuf^icion,  after  fearch,  may  fummon  and  examine  on  oath,  the 
perfon  fufpe&ed  of  fuch  concealment. 

Pap  ids  refufing  to  deliver  or  declare  fuch  arms  as  they  or  any  with  their 
privity  have,  or  hindering  the  delivery,  or  refilling  difeavery  on  oath,  or 
without  caufe  negledl  to  appear  on  fumnions,  to  be  examined  before  a ma- 
giftrate concerning  the  fume,  fhali,  on  ccnvidfioft,  be  punifhed  by  fine  and 
imprisonment,  or  fuch  corporal  pnnijhme.it  of  pillory  or  ubipping  as  the  tcntl 
fhali  in  their  difcretlon  think  proper. 

It  fhali  be  lawful  for  the  com miffi oners  of  police  and  divifional  juftices, 
or  any  of  them,  acting  under  this  adf,  to  fearch  fnfpefled  places  within  the 
diftridt  for  concealed  arms,  and  if  they  find  any  gun,  piftol,  fword  or 
hanger  in  the  pofleffioa  of  any  one  not  qualified  by  law  to  bear  or  carry 
arms,  it  fhali  be  lawful,  and  they  ar*  required,  to  feize,  carry  away, 
break  and  deftroy  all  fuch  arms. 


cthly.  AS  TO  EXERCISE  OF  RELIGION. 

ALL  perfons  inhabiting  within  this  realm,  ftiall  diligently  and  faithfully 
having  no  lawful  or  reafonable  excufe  to  be  abfent,  endeavour  themfelve* 
to  re  fort  to  their  parilh  church  or  chapel  accuftomed,  or,  upon  reafonable 
Jet  thereof,  to  fome  ufual  place  where  common  prayer  and  fuch  fervice  of 
(rod  as  in  the  book  of  common  prayer  mentioned  fhali  be  ufed  in  fuch 
rime  of  let,  upon  every  Sunday  and  other  days  ordained  ar.d  ufed  to  be 
kept  as  holy  days,  and  then  and  there  to  abide  orderly  and  foberly  during 
-bo  time  of  the  common  .prayer,  preachings  or  other  fervice  of  God  there 
to  be  ufed  and  miniftered,  upon  pain  of  punifhment  by  the  confines  of  the 
church,  and  hlfo  upon  pain  that  every  perfon  offending  fha.ll  forfeit  for 
every  fuch  offence  izd.  to  be  levied  oft  the  goods,  lands  and  tenements  of 
luch  offender,  by  way  cf  diftrefs,  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  parilh 
where  fuch  offence  fhali  be  done,  to  the  ufe  of  the  poor  of  faid  parilh. 

Ail  popifh  archhifhops,  bifliops,  vicars-general,  deans,  jefuits,  monks, 
friars,  and  ail  other  regular  popifh  clergy,  and  ail  papifts  exerciung  any 
ecclefiaftical  jurifdidtidn,  .fhali  depart  out  of  tha  kingdom  before  the  ill  of 
May  1698  : If  any  of  the  faid  ecclefiaftical  perfons  fhaT  be  at  any  time 
after  the  faid  iftof  May  1698,  within  the  kingdom,  they  and  every  of 
them  ftiall  fuller  imprifonment  until  he  or  they  fhali  be  tranfported  beyond 
leas;  and  .if  any  perfon  fo  tranfported  fhali  return  again  into  this  kingdom, 
they  and  every  of  them  ftiall  be  guilty  of  high  treafon,  and  fuffer  and  for- 
feit as  iitf  cafe  of  high  treafon. 

From  and  after  the  29th  of  December  1697,  no  popifh  archbifhop, 
biftiop,  v bar- gen  era],  dean,  nor  any  other  papift  exercifir.g  ecclefiaftical 
iurifdiclion,  not  eflablifhed  by  the  laws  of  this  kingdom,  jefuit  or  friar, 
ftiall  come  into  this  kingdom  from  any  parts  beyond  the  fcas,  on  pain  of 
t.  elv«  months  impruoumeut,  and  then  to  be  rranfpmtcd.  And  if  any 
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&ch  popifh  ecclefiaftical  perfon  To  tranfported,  fhall  again  return  into  till* 
kingdom,  he  and  they  fo  offending  fhall  be  guilty  of'  high  treafon  and  fuf- 
fcr  accordingly. 

Any  perfon  who  (hall  knowingly  harbour,  relieve,  conceal  or  entertain  g.  ^ 
any  fuch  popifh  eccleflaftic  fhall  for  the  firft  offence  forfeit  £20.  for  the 
feeorid  offence  £40.  and  for  the  third  offence  all  his  lands  of  inheritance 
or  freehold  during  his  life,  and  alfo  all  his  goods  and  chattels,  one  moiety 
to  the  king  and  the  other  moiety*  (if  not  exceeding  £ 1 00. ) to  the  i -for- 
mer; the  forfeiture  for  the  third  offence  to  he  recovered  by  bill,  plaint, 
information  or  adtion  of  deht  in  any  of  the  courts  of  record  at  Dublin,  or 
at  the  affixes  ; as  to  the  faid  forfeitures  of  £ 20 . and  £40.  juftices  of  peace,  S.  5. 
upon  information  on  oath,  may  fummon  the  perfons,  and  inquire  and  levy 
the  fame  by  diftrefs,  fale  or  otherwise,  and  difpofe  of  one  moiety  to  the 
informer  and  the  other  moiety  to  the  treafurer  for  the  ufe  of  the  county  ; 
and  in  default  of  payment  to  commit  to  prifon  unril  payment.  None  (hall  S. 
bury  in  fuppreft  monaftery,  abbey  or  convent  not  ufed  for  divine  iervice, 
or  within  the  prectndls  thereof,  upon  pain  of  £ 10 . from  any  perfsn  pre- 
fent  by  order  of  a juflice  of  peace,  one  moiety  to  the  informer  and  the 

other  to  the  ufe  of  the  parifii From  the  decifion  of  the  juflice  ot  peace,  g.  7. 

an  appeal  lies  to  the  n^xx  judges  of  affize,  or  ro  th tjujlicts  of  peace  at  the 
next  general  quarter  fcflions. 


Juilices  of  peace  may  apprehend  and  commit  all  popifh  ecclefiafticks, 
who  remain  in  this  kingdom  contrary  to  this  adl.  and  fupprefs  all  monaftc* 

ries,  friaries,  nunneries,  or  other  popifh  fraternities  or  focieties And 

fhall  give  account  in  writing  of  their  proceedings  in  execution1  of  this  adl, 

at  the  next  general  quarter  feflions,  to  be  there  entered  and  regiilered 

If  any  juflice  of  the  peace  fhall  negledl  doing  his  duty  in  execution  of  this 
adl,  he  fhall  forfeit  £100.  one  moiety  to  the  king  and  the  other  to  the 
informer,  and  be  difabled  from  ferving  as  a juflice  of  peace  during  his 
life 

Every  clergyman  of  the  popifh  religion,  that  fhall  come  into  this  kingdom 
at  any  time  after  the  firft  of  January,  1703,  fhall  be  liable  to  the  penalties 
by  9th  Will.  3d.  ch.  1.  impofed  on  the  popifh  ecclefiafticks  therein  men- 
tioned, and  any  perfon  who  fhall  knowingly  harbour,  relieve,  conceal,  or 
entertain  any  fuch  clergyman,  fhall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  by  laid  adl  of 
9th  Will.  3d  ch  1 . impofed  on  the  harbourers,  relievers,  and  concealers 
of  the  popifh  ecclefiafticks  therein  mentioned,  to  be  levied  in  fame  manner 
-Every  fubjedl  to  ufe  his  utmoft  diligence  in  apprehending  fuch  clergy- 
man  If  any  juflice  of  the  peace  fhall  negledt  doing  his  duty  in  execu- 

tion of  tiiis  adl,  he  fhall  forfeit  £100.  one  moiety  to  the  king  and  the  other 
to  the  informer,  and  be  difabled  from  ferving  as  a juflice  of  the  peace  dur- 
ing his  life — Every  perfon  who  has  returned,  or  come,  and  offended  con- 
trary to  faid  adl  of  9th  Will.  3d.  ch.  J.  or  who  fhall  at  any  time  here- 
after return,  or  come  into  this  kingdom  contrary  to  tire  faid  a 61,  or  rothis, 
adl,  fhall  and  may  be  indidled,  and  tried  for  fame  in  fuch  county  wherein 
found  and  taken,  or  in  any  county  where  the  king  by  commulion  under  the 
great  feal  fhall  direil  and  appoint. 

This  a6t  to  continue  in  force  for  fourteen  years,  and  to  the  end  of  next 
fefiion  of  parliament  after  expiration  of  faid  fourteen  years — Made  perpe- 
tual by  8th  Ann.  ch.  3.  f.  17. 

Whereas  fupcrftkions  of  popery  are  increafed  and  upheld  by  pretended 
fandlity  of  places,  as  St.  Patrick's  purgatory  in  county  Down,  and  wells, 
to  which  pilgrimages  are  made,  by  which  the  public  peace*  1-i  diflurbed  and 
fafety  of  the  government  hazarded,  it  is  enadled,  that  all  meetings  and 
affemblies  for  fuch  purpofe  fhall  be  adjudged  riots  and  unlaivful  affemblies , and 
punifhable  as  fuch — and  all  magiflrates  arc  required  to  be  diligent  in  put- 
ting the  laws  in  force  againft.  all  offenders,  in  the  above  particulars. 

Every, perfon  meeting  or  affembling  there,  forfeits,  on  convidiion  before 
amaglflrate,  10s.  one  moiety  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  to  the  poor, 
and  on  default  of  payment  to  be  publicly  whipped,  which  is  to  be  inflicted 

Within  twenty-four  hours  after  order  for  fame. Evety  perfon  who  at 
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fuch  afTemblies,  builds  booths,  fells  ale,  victuals,  or  other  commodities, 
forfeits,  on  conviction  before  a magiftrate,  20x.  to  be  levied  by  diftrtfs 
and  fale  of  the  goods  of  offender,  and  in  default  of  diftrefs,  by  the  irnpri- 
fonment  of  the  offender  till  payment,  the  faid  acx,  to  be  applied  to  the 

fervice  of  the  public,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  leffions  fhall  appoint And 

magiftrates  are  required  to  demolifh  all  croffes,  pictures,  and  infeription* 
that  are  any  where  publicly  fet  up,  and  are  the  occafions  of  any  popifh 
fuperllitiens. 

Popifh  priefts  now  in  the  kingdom , at  next  feffions  after  St.  John  the  Baptift 
1704,  fhall  return  to  the  clerks  of  the  peace,  their  names,  abode,  ages, 
parifhes,  time  and  place  of  receiving  orders,  and  from  whom,  and  give, 
fecurity  f»r  good  behaviour,  and  not  to  remove  to  other  parts  of  the  king' 
dom,  under  the  penalty  of  tranfportation  as  popifh  regulars,  and  incurring 
like  penalties  upon  their  return  into  the  fame,  as  popifh  regulars  are  liable 
to,  under  the  9th  Will.  3d.  ch.  1.  and  the  clerks  of  the  peace  fhall  tranf- 
mit,  ia  ten  days  after  the  feffions,  fuch  return  (on  pain  of  £10.)  to  the 
clerk  of  the  council,  who  Is  to  give  a receipt  without  fee,  (on  pain  of 

and  the  return,  fo  tranfmitted,  may  be  viewed  without  fee Popifh 

priefts  neglecting  to  regifter  purfuant  to  this  aff,  fhall  leave  the  kingdom 

before  20th  June,  1706,  on  pain  of  profecution  as  popifh  regulars -No 

popifh  prieft  fhall  keep  or  have  any  popifh  curate,  affiftant,  or  coadjutor. 

This  act  to  continue  ia  force  for  five  years,  and  until  the  end  of  the  next 
fucceeding  parliament,  and  no  longer. 

It  never  was  continued,  and  it  is  of  courfe,  expired. 

Popifh  priefts,  or  perfons  exercifing  the  office  of  Popifh  priefts,  other 
than  fuch  priefts  who  have  equally  regijiered  purfuant  to  the  ad  Ann.  ch*  7. 
if  found  in  this  kingdom  after  24th  June  1705,  fhall  be  liable  to  the  pe- 
nalties by  9th  Will.  3d.  ch.  I.  impof’ed  on  the  popifti  vcclefiafticks  therein 

mentioned Any  perfon  who  fhall,  after  24th  June  1705,  knowingly 

harbour,  relieve,  conceal,  or  entertain  any  fuch  unregiftered  popifh  prieft, 
or  perfon  exercifing  the  office  of  popifh  prieft,  fhall  be  liable  to  the  penal- 
ties by  9th  Will.  d.  ch.  1 . impofed  on  the  harboarers,  relievers,  and 
concealers  of  the  p9pifh  ecclefiafticks  therein  mentioned,  to  be  levied  in 
fame  manner. 

All  fubjedts  to  ufe  diligence  in  apprehending  fuch  as  are  not  regiftered 
If  u magiftrale  negle&s  Ins  duty  in  execution  of  this  aCt,  he  forfeits 

5.  one  moiety  to  the  lung,  and  the  other  to  the  informer. 

This  ad  to  continue  in  force  to  the  21ft  Sept.  1708,  and  to  the  end  of 
the  then  next  feffions  of  parliament.

No  popilli  pa- ifh  prieft  fhall  keep  or  have  any  popifh  curate,  affiftant, 
or  coadjutor,  and  every  popifh  par:.',  prieft,  that  fhall  keep  any  fuch  po- 
pifh curate,  affiftant,  or  coadjutor,  fhall  lofe  the  benefit  of  having  been 
regiftered,  and  fhall  incur  and  fuller  all  the  pains  and  penalties  of  a po- 
pifh regular,  and  fhall  be  profecuted  as  fuch,  and  every  luch  popifh  curate, 
affiftant  or  coadjutor,  fhall  be  deemed  and  taken  as  a pop;fli  regular,  and 
fnall  be  profecuted  and  proceeded  againft  accordingly. 

If  any  perfon,  after  the  iftof  Sept.  1709,  fhall difeover  any  archbifhop, 
biffiop,  vicar  general,  dean,  jefuit,  monk,  friar,  or  any  other  regular  po- 
pifh c-ergyman,  or  any  papift  exercifing  any  ecciefiaftical  jurifdidion,  or 
any  fecular  popifh  clergyman  who  bath  not  been  legally  regiftered,  fo  as 
the  faid  regular  or  lecular  clergyman  he  apprehended  and  legally  con- 
victed, every  perlon  making  fuch  difeovery,  fhall  receive  as  a reward  for 
the  fame,  the  feveral  fums  following,  viz.  £50.  for  every  archbifhop, 
bifhop,  vicar  general,  or  other  perfon  exercifing  any  foreign  ecciefiaftical 
jurifdidtioa  in  this  realm,  and  the  fum  of  £10.  for  each  regular  clergyman 
and  each  fecular  clergyman  not  regiftered  purfuant  to  the  law,  to  be  le- 
vied on  the  popifh  inhabitants  of  the  county,  where  fuch  regular  or  fecu- 
Jar  popifh  clergyman  did  refpedtively  exeroife  fuch  foreign  jurifdiclion,  or 
#fficiate  as  a pooifti  prieft,  and  faail  be  convicted.  thereof 
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Two  juftices  may  fummon  any  papift  fixteen  years  old  to  appear  before 
rhem  in  three  days  at  a certain  time  and  place  not  above  five  miles  from 

his  habitation If  fuch  papift  (hall  negledl  to  appear,  or  appearing,  {hall 

refufe  to  give  his  teftimony  on  oath,  where,  and  when  he  heard,  or  was 
prefent  at  the  celebration  of  the  popifh  mafs,  and  who  celebrated  the  fame, 
and  who;  and  what  perfons  were  prefent  at  the  celebration  thereof,  and 
Jikewife  for,  and  touching  the  being,  refidence  and  abode  of  any  popifh 
regular  clergyman,  who  may  be  difguifed,  concealed,  or  itinerant  in  the 
county,  and  alfo  fully  anfwer  to  all  fuch  matters,  circumftances,  and  things 
for,  and  touching  fuch  popifh  perfon  offending,  within  thirty  days,  contrary 
to  this  and  the  former  acl,  to  prevent  the  further  growth  of  popery,  fuch 
papift  fhall  be  imprifoned  for  one  year,  uniefs  he  or  fhe  pays  afum  not  exceed- 
ing £2.°-  to  the  poor  of  the  parifh — the  papift  fo  examined  and  confefling, 
(ball  be  difeharged  from  any  penalty  by  him  incurred,  by  reafon  of  any  of- 
fence  fo  confeffed. 

Popifh  priefts,  regiftered  purfuant  to  the  a<ft  for  that  purpofe,  {hall  take 
the  oath  of  abjuration,  before  25th  March,  1710,  in  one  of  the  Four  Courts, 
or  at  fqfne  quarter  fclfions  held  for  the  place  where  fuch  popifh  priefts  were 
regiftered;  upon  neglect  or  refqfai,  and  after  laid  25th  March  1710  cele- 
brating mafs,  or  officiating  as  a popifh  prieft,  fuch  popifh  prieft  fhall  incur 
and  fuffer  fuch  penalties  as  a p.opifii  regular  clergyman  convitft  is  liable 
unto.

No  benefit  to  regular  popifh  clergy,  who  fliall  not  be  in  the  Kingdom  at 
the  time  of  palling  of  this  a6l,  nor  to  any  regular  popifh  clergy'  then  in  this 
kingdom  who  fnail  not  have  taken  and  fubferibed  the  laid  oath  and  regiftered 
his  name  and  addition-  fix  months  after  the  palling  of  this  a6t,  nor  to  any 
popifh  ecclefiaftick,  who  fhall  not  upon  his  change  o!  place  of  abode,  or  of  po- 
pifh orders,  or  removal  from  the  parifh  which  he  had  fo  returned,  and  as 
often  as  it  fliall  fo  happen  make  a return  of  fuch  change  and  removal 
within  fix  months  after  it  fhall  happen,  to  the  then  regifter  of  the  dio- 
cefe,  where  he  had  originally  regiftered  his  name  and  additions  a3  afore- 
(aid. 

No  benefit  to  any  popifh  ecclefiaftick,  who  fliall  officiate  in  any  church 
or  chapel  with  a ftceple  or  a bell,  or  at  any  funeral  in  any  church  or  church- 
yard, or  who.fnad  exercife  any  of  the  tites  or  ceremonies  of  the  popifh  re- 
ligion, or  wear  the  habits  of  their  order,  fave  within  their  fcveral  places  of 
worfhip,  or  in  private  houfes,  or  who  fhall  ufe  any  fymbol  or  mark  of  ec- 
clefiaftitk  dignity  or  authority,  or  affume  or  take  any  ecclefiaftick  rank  or 
title  what  soever. 

No  benefit  to  any  popifh  ecclefiaftick,  who  fhall  procure,  incite,  or  p c^- 
fuade  any  proteftant  to  become  a papift. 

All  and  every  the  regifters  of  the  different  diocefes  through  the  king- 
dom, fhall  enter  the  names  and  additions  of  fuch  popifh  ecclefiailicks  in  a le- 
parateand  diilindt  roll,  to  be  by  them  kept  in  their  rel'pe&ive  offices,  there 
to  remain — and,  on  every  firft  of  January  in  ev«ry  year,  fliall  trarfmit  co- 
pies of  fuch  returns  made  in  the  preceding  year  to  the  clerk  of  the  privy 
council,  upon  pain  of  forfeiting  £100. 

So  much  of  fcth  Ann.  ch.  3.  as  fubjedcs  any  papift  to  fine  and  imprifon- 
ment,  on  his  refuftl  to  appear  and  teftify  on  oath  before  two  juftices  of  the 
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peace,  where,  and  wiien  he  heard  the  popifh  rnafs  celebraterfas  the  fame  ie 
ufual  in  the  church  of  Rome,  and  aifo  the  names  of  the  perfons  celebrating 
andprefent  at  it,  and  the  refidence  of  any  popifh  eccleCallick,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

Convert  pr iefl  to  have  for  maintenance  £- o . yearly,  during  refidence  in 
the  county  in  which  he  confortned,  till  otherwife  provided  for,  levied  on 
the  county,  as  money  charged  by  juries,  and  paid  by  moieties,  and  fuch 
convert  publicly  to  read  the  liturgy  of  the  Church  of  Ireland,  in  the  En<rlijb

ENJOYMENT  OF  PROPERTY, 

Not  to  extend  to  entitle  fuch  conforming  prieft  o any  maintenance,  fare 
only  from  that  county  wherein  he  laft  officiated  as  a popiffi  prieft  before  the 
time  of  his  conformity. 

If  any  perfon  ffiall  feduce,  perfuade,  or  pervert  any  perfon  or  rerfons 
profeffing,  or  that  fhali  profefs  the  proteflant  religion,  to  renounce,  forfake, 
or  abjure  the  fame,  and  to  profefs  the  popifh  religion,  or  reconcile  him  or 
them  to  the  Church  of  Rome,  then  and  in  fuch  cafe,  every  fuch  perfon  fo 
feducing  as  alfo  every  fuch  proteflant  who  fhali  befo  feduced,  perverted,  and 
reconciled  to  popery,  fhali,  on  conviction,  incur  the  danger  and  penalty  of 
praemunire  mentioned  in  the  ftatute  of  praemunire,  made  in  England  in  16th 
Rich.  ad. 


fthly.  ENJOYMENT  AND  DISPOSITION  OF  PROPERTY. 

FROM  and  after  the  i ft  of  May  1703,  upon  bill  filed  in  Chancery,  by 
or  on  the  behalf  of  a child  or  children  of  a popifh  parent,  profeffing  or  dc- 
firous  or  willing  to  be  inlliuCted  in  the  proteflant  religion,  againft  fuch  po- 
pifh parent,  it  fhali  and  may  be  lawful  for  faid  court  to  make  fuch  order 
for  the  maintenance  of  every  fuch  proteflant  child,  not  maintained  by  fuch 
popifh  parent,  luituble  fo  the  degree  and  ability  of  fuch  pop  fh  parent,  and 
to  the  age  of  fuch  child,  and  alfo  for  the  portion  of  every  fuch  proteflant 
child,  to  be  paid  at  tie  Jei'eafe  of  fuch  popifh  parent,  as  that  court  (hail  adjudge 
fit,  fuitable  to  the  degree  and  ability  of  fuch  parent. 

In ^cafe  the  eldeft  fou  and  heir  of  fuch  popilh  patent  mail  be  a proteflant* 
then  from  the  time  of  "the  inrollment  in  the  court  of  Chancery  of  a cer- 
tificate of*  the  bifhop  of  the  diocefe  in  which  he  ffiall  inhabit,  teflifying  his 
being  a proteflant,  and  conforming  himfelf  to  the  church  of  Ireland,  fuch 
papift  parent  lhall  become  only  tenant  for  life  of  all  the  real  eftate,  whereof 
fuch  popifh  parent  ffiall  be  then  feifed  in  fee  or  fee  tail,  and  the  reverfion  in 
fee  ffiall  be  then  veiled  in  fuch  eidefl  foil  being  a proteflant,  fubjeCl  never- 
thelefs  to  ail  fuch  debts  and  real  incumbrances  at  the  time  of  the  inrolmet  c 
of  fuch  certificate  charging  fuch  eflate,  and  fubjedl  alfo  to  fuch  maintenances 
and  portions  for  the  other  children,  as  well  protefiants  as  papifs,  of  fuch 
popifh  parent  then  horn  or  after  to  be  born,  as  the  faid  court  of  Chancer  y 
in  manner  aforefaid  ffiall  order  for  them  refpeClivcly,  fuch  portions  not  to  ex- 
ceed the  value  of  one-third  part  of  th  z [inheritance  of  fuch  eflate,  which  fit  ail 
he  held  and  enjoyed  accordingly,  difeharged  of  all  voluntary  fettlements  mode 
by  fuch  parent , and  alfo  of  all  fries  and  incumbrances  made  by  him  after  fuch 
inrollment  of  fuch  certificate ; and  the  court  of  Chancery  lhall  take  care  that 
diftinCt  rolls  be  kept  for  inrollment  of  fuch  certificates,  which  lhall  publicly 
hang  up  or  lie  in  the  public  office  belonging  to  faid  court  for  that  purpofe  by 
faid  court  to  be  appointed. 

All  lands  whereof  any  papfi  now  is  or  hereafter  ffiall  be  feifed  in  fee  or  fee 
tail,  ffiall,  from  henceforth,  io  long  as  any  papfi  ffiall  he  feized  of  the  lame 
in  fee  or  fee  tail,  be  of  the  nature  of  gavel-kind,  if  not  fold,  aliened  or 
dfpofed  ef  by  fuch  papifl  in  his  life,  for  good  and  valuable  confideiation  of 
money  really  and  bond  fde  paid,  and  if  the  eldeft  fon  be  a oappft,  lhall  defeend 
fo  all  the  finis  and  fo  to  their  fons,  for  want  of  foils  to  daughter;-.,  lor  want 
of  lucH  ifffie  amonjfTodlateralToFkin  to  the  father,  for  want  of  fuch  kindred 
among  collaterals  of  kin  to  the  mother,  norwithftanding  any  grant,  fettle 
ment  or  difpofition , by  ivill  or  other  nvfe,  that  fhali  'be  made  by  fitch  papifl,  other 
than  fuch  fide,  alienation  or  difpofition  for  money  really  and  bond  fde  paid  as 
aforefaid;  fubjedl  neverthelcfs  to  allfuch  debts  and  real  incumbrances  at  the 
time  of  the  deceafe  of  fuch  papift  charging  fuch  eftate,  and  alfo  fubjedt  to 
fuch  reafonable  maintenances  and  portions  as  fuch  papfi  [hall  charge  thereon  for  his 
daughters  : But  if  the  eldeft  fon  or  heir  at  law  of  fuch  papift  be  a protef- 
tant  at  the  death  of  fuch  papift,  fuch  certificate  of  fuch  eldeft  fon  being  a 
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proteftant  rot  having  been  inrolled  in  the  life  of  fuch  papift,  the  lands  whereof 
Inch  papiil  fhall  be  fo  feized  fhall  defeend  to  fuch  cldefl  l'on  cr  heir  at  law 
according  to  the  rules  of  the  common  law,  fo  as  fuch  cerrifh  ate  of  the  bi- 
fhop  be  inrolled  within  three  months  after  the  death  of  fuch  papift  charging 
fuch  eftate  ; and  if  the  eldeft  foil  or  heir  at  law  of  fuch  papift,  being 
twenty-one  years  of  2ge  at  the  death' of  fuch  papift,  fhall  become  a protef- 
tant  and  conform  to  the  church  of  Ireland  within  one  year  after  the  dear),  of 
fuch  papift,  or  beirg  then  under  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  fnall  within 
one  year  after  he  fhall  attain  that  age,  become  a proteftant  and  conform 
to  the  church  of  Ireland  then  from  inrollment  in  the  court  of  Chancery  of 
the  certificate  of  the  bifltop  cf  the  diocefe,  in  which  he  fhall  inhabit,  tefti- 
fying  his  being  a proteftant  and  conforming  as  aforefaid,  1 1 manner  afore- 
faid,  fuch  inrollment  being  made  within  the  year  aforefaid,  he  fhall  have 
the  whole  real  eftate  cf  fuch  papift,  as  he  might  have  if.  he  had  been  a pro- 
teflant  at  the  time  of  the  death  <>f  fuch  papift,  notvf'khftauding  any  grants 
fettlement  or  difpofition  by  trill  or  otlir  tv  if  that  fhall  be  made  by  fuch  papift, 
other  than  fuch  fade,  alienation  or  difpofition  for  money  really  and  bona 
fide  paia  as  aforefaid  ; fubjedt  neverthelefs  to  fuch  debts  and  real  incumbran- 
ces at  the  death  of  fuch  papift  charging  the  eftate;  and  in  every  cafe  where 
fuch  ddeft  fon  fhall  be  intitled  as  aforefaid,  by  rcaf-  n of  his  being  a protef- 
tant, fuch  real  eftate  fhall  be  chargeable  and  charged  with  fuch  maintenance 
and  portions  for  the  daughters  and  younger  fons  of  fuch  papift  as  the  court  of 
Chancery  fhall  direct  an  1 appoint  to  be  raifed  for  them,  fuch  portions  not  to 
exceed  the  value  cf  one-third  of  fuch  eftate. 

Debts  and  incumbrances  on  eftate  of  papift  before  the  firft  of  February 
1703,  fhall,  before  the  firft  of  June  1704  be  inrolled  in  the  Exchequer, 
thofe  after  faid  firft  of  February  1703,  in  fix  months  after  making  thereof; 
faid  rolls  to  be  kept  in  fom'e  public  office  belonging  to  the  faid  court  ; in 
default  of  inrollment,  the  lands,  while  belonging  to  a proteftant,  not  to  be 
charged. 

Where  any  papift  claims  any  advowfon,  or  right  of  prefer.tafion  to  any 
eccleftaftical  benefice,  or  where  any  proteftant  claims  fame  in  truft  for  a pa- 
pift, fuch  advowfon  or  right  of  prefentation  fhall  be  ipfo  faflo  veiled  in  the 
crown,  according  to  fuch  eftate  as  fuch  papift  has  in  the  fame,  until  fuch 
papift  or  his  heir  fhall  take  the  oath  and  fubferibe  the  declaration  and  adju- 
ration in  this  act  mentioned  and  conform  to  the  proteftant  religion. 

Where  and  as  often  any  child  or  children  of  any  popifh  parent  or  parents 
hath  or  have  heretofore  profeffed  or  conformed  him  her  or  themfelves  unto, 
or  fhall  hereafter  conform  him  her  or  themfelves  to  the  proteftant  religion 
as  by  law  eftablifhed,  and  inroll  in  Chancery  a certificate  of  the  biffiop  of 
the  diocefe  in  which  he  fhe  or  they  fhall  inhabit  or  refide,  teftifying  his  her 
or  their  being  a proteftant  or  protefrants  and  conforming  his  her  or  them- 
felves to  the  church  of  Ireland  as  by  law  eftablifhed,  it  fhall  and  may  be 
lawful  far  the  court  of  Chancery,  upon  a bill  founded  upon  this  a<5t,  to 
oblige  the  faid  popifh  parent  or  parent*  to  difeover  upon  oath  the  full  value 
of  all  his  her  or  their  eftate,  as  well  perfonal  as  real,  clear  over  and  above 
a I real  incumbrances  and  debts  contracted  bond  Jide  for  valuable  confidera- 
tion  before  the  enrollment  of  fuch  certificate,  and  thereupon  to  make  fuch 
order  for  the  fupport  and  maintenance  of  fuch  proteftant  child  or  children 
by  the  diftribution  of  the  laid  real  and  perfonal  eftate  to  and  among  fuch 
proteftant  child  or  children  for  the  prefent  fupport  of  fuch  proteftant  child  or 
children,  and  alfo  to  and  for  the  portion  or  portions , and  future  maintenance 
tr  maintenances  of  fuch  proteftant  child  or  children,  after  the  deceafe  of  fuch 
popifh  parent  or  parents,  as  the  faid  court  fhall  judge  fit,  notwithftanding 
any  fraudulent  gift  or  laic,  or  voluntary  difpofition,  or  any  voluntary  charge 
or  incumbrance  by  ftatute-ftaple,  judgment,  bond,  devife,  or  otherwife, 
made,  entered  into,  acknowledged,  buffered  or  done,  after  the  inrollment 
in  chancery  of  the  faid  certificate,  provided  fuch  order  and  diftribution 
among  the  proteftant  children  ef  fuch  popifh  parent  fhall  not  exceed  one- 
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third  of  the  perfonal  and  real  eftate,  for  the  maintenance  and  fupport  of  fuch 
proteftant  child  or  children  during  the  life  of  fuch  popifh  parent. 

Whereas  fuch  popifh  parents  do  frequently  fet  up  fraudulent  fettlements 
and  incumbrances,  and  make  fraudulent  leafes  at  low  rents,  to  make  their 
eftate  real  and  perfonal  appear  fmall  and  of  little  value,  in  order  to  deprive 
fuch  of  their  children  as  fhall  become  proteftants  of  a reafonable  fuppore  and 
maintenance,  and  whereas  the  eftate  of  fuch  popifh  parents  may  increafe 
after  fuch  portions  and  allowances  made  by  the  court  of  Chancery,  it  is 
ena&ed,  that  notwithftanding  any  decree  for  portion  and  maintenance  made 
up  or  inrolled,  it  fhall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  Chancery,  upon 
a new  bill  or  bills  founded  on  this  a<ft,  (by  which  it  fhall  be  difcovered  and 
made  appear  that  the  eftate  real  or  perfonal  of  fuch  popifh  parents  was  much 
greater  than  at  the  time  of  the  decree  it  appeared  to  be,  cr  that  fuch  popifh 
parents  had  increafed  or  improved  the  fame)  to  increafe  or  augment  fuch 
portion  or  maintenance  formerly  decreed  or  allowed  to  fuch  proteftant  children 
of  fuch  popifh  parents  according  to  the  value  of  the  eftate  real  or  perf  onal  of 
fuch  parents  at  the  time  of  fuch  new  bill  or  bills  preferred — but  if  it  fhall 
appear  to  the  faid  court,  that  fuch  new  bill  or  bills  are  groundlefs  and  vex- 
atious, then  the  faid  court  fhall  difmifs  fame,  and  award  full  cofts  to  the  de~ 
fendant  to  be  levied  as  cofts  in  other  cafes  are  ufually  levied. 

All  and  every  fettiement  and  fettlements,  fine  and  fines,  common  reco- 
very and  recoveries,  and  other  conveyances,  had  or  made  f net  the  frjl  of  fa- 
nuary , 1703,  of  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments  in  this  kingdom  by 
papift  or  papifts,  or  by  any  proteftant  or  proteftants  who  turned  papifts  at 
any  time  fince  the  firft  of  January,  1703,  or  by  any  papift  together  with 
his  then  proteftant  wife  who  hath  turned  papift,  whereby  any  proteftant  or 
proteftants  are  barred  of  any  eftate  in  reverfion  or  remainder,  w hereunto 
ifuch  proteftant  or  proteftants  was  or  were  intitled  at  the  time  of  levying'l'uch 
fine  or  fines,  or  fuffering  fuch  recovery  or  recoveries,  or  making  fuch  con- 
veyances, fhall,  as  to  fuch  proteftant  or  proteftants,  be  null  and  void not 

to  extend  to  impeach  or  avoid  any  purchafe  or  mortgage,  eftate  or  incum- 
brance, really  and  bond  fde  made  for  full  and  valuable  confideration  to  in y 
proteftant  or  proteftants, — fubjedf  neverthelefs  to  all  fuch  debts  and  real  in- 
cumbrances at  the  time  of  the  deceafe  of  fuch  papift  charging  fuch  eftate,  as 
the  fame  would  have  been  fubjeeft  to  upon  the  defeent  thereof  according  to 
the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  faidadl  ad  Ann.  ch.  6.  and  this  a<ft — and 
provided  that  every  fuch  proteftant  in  remainder  or  reverfion  as  aforefaid 
fhall  have  the  right,  condition,  cr  equity  of  redemption  of  all  and  every  fuch 
mortgages  or  incumbrances. 

The  gavel  claufe  in  2d  Anne,  ch.  6.  f.  10.  fnall  be  deemed  to  take  effect 
from  the  firft  day  of  that  fefllon  of  parliament — and  all  fettlements,  bargains 
and  fales,  releafes,  feoffments,  arid  other  conveyances  whatfoever,  and  all 
fines  and  recoveries,  made,  executed,  levied  or  fuffered  by  any  papift,  of  any 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  fince  faid  firft  day  of  that  fefiion  of  par- 
liament, to  elude  the  faid  a6t,  or  which  may  any  way  prevent  or  hinder 
fuch  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  from  defeending  or  going  in  gavel- 
kind, or  to  the  eldeft  fon  of  any  papift,  turning  proteftant,  according  to  the 
true  intent  of  faid  a<ft,  fhall  be  null,  void,  and  of  none  effeeft — not  to  ex- 
tend to  any  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  fold,  aliened,  difpofed  of 
or  fettled,  after  the  2 \fi  of  September , I703,  and  before  the  rc^ih  of  Marchy 
I704,  for  good  and  valuable  confideration  of  marriage , or  of  money  bond  fde 
paid,  or  to  fuch  reafonable  maintenances  and  portions  for  daughters  and 
younger  children  as  fuch  lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  were,  are,  or 
lhall  be  charged  with  according  to  the  faid  a<5t ; but  that  fuch  fales,  difpofi- 
tions  or  fettlements,  fhall  ftand  and  remain  of  force  for  the  benefit  of  the  fe- 
veral  purchafers  of  faid  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  and  of  the  per- 
fons  parties  to  the  faid  marriage  or  marriage  articles,  and  of  fuch  woman 
„ inall  have  an}'  jointure  fettled  on  her  in  confideration  of  fuch  marriage, 
and  of  the  ifiue  of  fuch  marriage  according  to  the  fcope  and  intent  of. 
fuch  marriage  fettiement,  and  for  the  benefit  of  no  other  perfon  what- 
foever. D "if 
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If  any  woman  who  was  a papift  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  with  a popifh 
hufband,  who  bath  any  power  referved  to  him  on  any  lettlement,  making 
h;m  tenant. for  life,  to  limit  or  appoint  any  jointure  on  fuch  wife,  and  yet 
hath  not  or  fhall  not  execute  fuel)  power  in  his  lifetime,  if  fuch  womaR 
fhall  become  a preteftant,  and  inroll  a certificate  thereof  from  the  bilhop  of 
thediocefe,  and  alfo  receive  the  facrament  according  to  the  church  of  Ire- 
land, fiie  fiiall,  if  fhe  furvives  her  hufband,  have  and  enjoy  fuch  provifion 
as  the  court  of  Chancery,  upon  a bill  grounded  upon  this  adt,  fhall  think 
reafonable,  not  exceeding  the  power  referved  in  fuch  fettlemenU 

Such  popifh  wife  or  wives  of  fuch  popifh  hufband  or  hufbands,  who  is  or 
are  now  become  a proteftant  or  proteftants,  or  fhall  hereafter  become  a 
proteflant  or  proteftants  in  the  life  of  fuch  popifh  hufband  or  hufbands, 
fiiall  have  and  receive  fuch  proportion  orfnare  (not  being  otherwife  provided 
for  by  virtue  cf  any  agreement  before  marriage,  or  by  reafon  of  dower  or 
jointure,  or  other  eftate,  charge  or  intereft  out  of  the  freehold  and  inherit- 
ance of  fuch  hufband  before  or  after  fuch  marriage)  of  the  chattels , rtal  and 
petfonal , of  her  cr  their  popifh  hufband  or  hufbands,  whereof  he  or  they  fhall 
die  pofTeffed  of  or  inti  tied  unto,  as  the  Court  of  Chancery  fhall,  on  a bill 
to  be  preferred  by  fuch  widow  or  widows,  grounded  cn.  this  adt,  think 
reafom.’jle,  not  exceeding  one-third  part,  after  debts  and  funeral  expences, 
notw'ithftanding  any  will  or  voluntary  alienation  or  difpofition  to  be  made 
by  fuch  popifh  hufband  or  hufbands  to  the  contrary,  and  notwithftanding 
the  7 tli  Will.  3.  intitled,  “ An  adt  for  the  better  fettling  inteftate’s  eftates,” 
to  the  contrary  in  anywife. 

No  convert  deemed  proteftant  within  the  intention  of  this  adl,  or  the 
adt  of  2 Ann,  ch.  6.  notwithftanding  a bifhop’s  certificate,  unlefs  in  fix 
months  after  declaring  bimfelf  or  thcmfelves  proteftants,  or  infix  months 
after  attaining  eighteen,  or  thofe  who  have  already  been  converted,  do  be- 
fore 25th  of  December  r/09,  or  in  three  months  after  he  or  they  fhall  re- 
turn into  this  kingdom,  in  cafe  he  or  they  be  now  out  of  this  kingdom,  take 
and  receive  the  facrament  according  to  the  church  of  Ircjand,  and  make  and 
fubferibe  the  declaration  purfuam  to  the  ad  Ann,  cH.  6.  and  take  the  oath 
of  abjuration,  and  fhall  fiie  certificate  thereof  in  one  of  the  four  courts,  in 
manner  as  a bifhop’s  certificate  is  to  be  filed. 

Such  periods  as  have  obtained  the  bifhop's  certificate  of  conformity,  and 
after  the  obtaining  the  fame,  have  prbfefied  the  proteftant  religion,  and 
have  continued  proteftants,  end  have  not  performed  all  the  other  legal  re- 
quifites  of  conformity,  and  fhall  perfoun  the  fame  before  the  2;th  of  March 
1763,  fhall  from  time  of  conformity  from  popifh  to  proteftant  religion,  be 
deemed  to  be  proteftants  of  tlieeftablifhed  church  to  all  intents  and  purpofes. 
Provided  nothingherein  contained  fiiall  bar,  defeat  or  prejudice  any  judgment 
or  decree  obtained  by  any  p.erfon,  or  any  fuit  commenced  before  the  25th 
of  March  1762,  and  now  depending.  Continued  to  ift  December  1765, 
by  3d  Geo.  3.  ch.  3.  f.  26. — continued  to  ift  December  1767,  by  5th  Geo. 
3.  ch.  1 6.  f 5 — to  ill  of  Oclob-.r  1768,  by  "th  Geo  3.  ch.  20.  f.  17  — to 
24th  June  1772,  and  to  the  end  of  the  then  next  feflion  cf  parliament,  by 
j 1 th  Geo.  3.  ch.  i.f.6. — for  fix  years  and  from  thence  to  the  end  of  the  thea 
next  feflion  of  parliament,  by  1 ith  & i-thGeo.  3.  eh.  3.  f.  7. — to  the  24th 
June  1 79J,  and  to  the  end  of  the  then  next  feflion  of  parliament,  by  19th 
and  aoth  Geo.  3.  ch.  14.fi  2. 

From  and  after  the  ift  of  June  1782  any  perfon  fhall  be  deemed  a protef- 
tant to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  who  fhall,  on  a fiinday,  a'  the  time  of  di- 
vine fervice,  take  the  facrament  according  to  the  church  of  Ireland,  from 
the  hands  of  the  minifter  or  curate  of  any  parifh  in  this  kingdom,  and  fhall 
before  fuch  minifter  or  curate,  in  the  houfe  of  fuch  minifter  or  curate,  or 
ether  convenient  place  make  and  fubferibe  the  declaration  purfuant  to  the  2nd 
Anne,  ch.  6.  and  alfo  take  from  fuch  minifter  or  curate,  the  oaths  of  alle- 
giance, fupremacy  and  abjuration,  and  fhall  file  in  the  court  of  Chancery 
certificate,  under  the  hand  and  ftal  of  inch  miniller  or  curate,  of  his  or  her 
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having  performed  the  faid  feveralrequifites  in  fix  months  after  having  receiv- 
ed the  l'acrament,  or  in  fix  months  after  eighteen  years  of  age,  if  the  perfon 
conforming  be  under  that  age  at  time  of  conformity,  the  minifter  or  curate 
f to  keep  a roll  of  parchment  containing  faid  declaration  and  oaths,  from  which 
roll  faid  declaration  fhall  be  read  and  laidoaths  adminiftered,  and  being  fo  ad- 
miniftered  and  read,  the  perfon  fo  conforming  fhall  fign  the  fame  refpedively. 

No  fale  for  full  and  valuable  confideration  of  lands,  or  any  eft  ate  or  in- 
tereft  therein,  by  reputed  owner  or  perfon  in  receipt  of  the  rents,  heretofore 
made  to  and  merely  for  benefit  of  proteftants,  fhall  be  impeached  for  or 
upon  pretence  of  any  of  the  difabiiities,  incapacities  or  forfeitures  impofcd 
or  mentioned  in  or  by  the  adt  made  to  prevent  the  further  growth  of  popery, 
or  in  or  by  the  adt  of  19th  Geo.  2.  ch.  7.  provided  that  nothing  herein 
fhall  affect  any  judgment  or  decree  obtained,  or  any  fuit  at  law  or  in  equity 
inftituted,  on  or  before  the  2d  of  March  1762,  for  the  recovery  of  fuch 
lands  or  eflate  or  interefl  therein. 

No  proteflant  title  ^heretofore  derived  from  a convert  by  purchafe  or 
otherwife,  affedted  by  fuch  convert’s  not  performing  legal  requifites 
of  conformity  if  he  obtained  a liifhop’s  certificate,  and  continued  a pro- 
teflant. 

Title,  p fTeffion,  eflate  or  interefl  of  proteftants  in  or  to  any  lands,  fhall 
not  be  avoided  or  impeached  by  the  aid  of  the  popery  laws,  by  colour  of  any 
right  which  accrued  twenty  years  before  the  firft  of  this  feffion,  if  no  fuit 
has  been  commenced  within  that  time,  and  fome  perfon  of  full  age,  found 
memory,  out  of  prifon,  in  this  kingdom,  and  dilcovert,  who  might  have 
fucd  fcr  the  fame,  hath  been  in  being  within  that  time.  The  title,  eftate 
or  interefl  of  any  pioteftant  to  lands  derived  by  purchafe  from  any  convert 
or  reputed  convert  from  popery,  or  from  any  reputed  proteflant,  fhall  not 
be  avoided  or  impeached  by  the  aid  of  any  of  faid  laws.  Extended  by  1 3th 
Sc  14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  25.  to  the  firft  day  of  the  then  feffion  of  parliament, — 
revived  and  continued  to  the  24th  of  June  1790,  and  to  the  end  of  the  then 
next  feffioh  of  parliament,  by  17th  & 18th  Geo.  3.  ch.  36.  f.  10. 

No  papift  fhall,  after  the  20th  of  January  1695,  he  capable  to  have  or 
keep  in  his  poffeffion,  or  in  the  pofteffion  of  any  other  perfon  to  his  ufe,  any 
horfe,  gelding  or  mare,  which  fhall  be  of  the  value  of  £5.  any  proteflant 
difcovering  on  oath,  to  any  two  juftices  of  the  peace,  or  chief  magiftrateof 
any  city,  town  corporate,  that  any  l'uch  horfe  he  in  the  pofteffion  of  a papift, 
or  of  any  perfon  in  truft  for  him,  may,  with  a conftabie  and  affiflant  ap- 
pointed by  fuch  juftices  or  magiftrate,  in  the  day  time,  fearch  for  and  fe- 
cure  fuch  horfe,  and  in  cafe  of  oppofition,  break  open  any  door,  and  bring 
faid  horfe  before  fuch  juftices  or  chief  magiftrate,  and  on  paying  or  making 
tender,  before  fuch  juftices  or  chief  magiftrate,  of  £5.  5J.  to  the  owner  of 
fuch  horfe,  or  in  his  abfence  to  the  juftice  or  magiftrate,  to  the  ufe  of  fuch 
owner,  fhall  have  the  property  of  fuch  horfe,  as  if  bought  in  market  overt. 

If  any  perfon  conceal,  or  be  aiding  in  the  concealing  fuch  horfe,  and  be 
thereof  convi&ed  by  the  oaths  of  two  witneftes,  before  any  juftice  of  the 
peace  of  the  county  where  fuch  horfe  fhall  be  concealed,  he  fhall  be  impri* 
foned  three  months,  and  forfeit  treble  the  value  of  fuch  horfe,  which  value 
is  to  be  fettled  by  the  fefiions 

Papifts  may  keep  ftud  mares  and  ftallions,  and  their  breed  under  the  age 
of  five  years — not  to  hinder  the  Lord  I.ieutenant  from  feifing  and  fecuring 
any  horfe,  mare  or  gelding  belonging  to  a papift,  upon  any  invafion  likely 
to  happen,  or  in  cafe  of  inteftine  war  broke  out  or  likely  to  break  out.  In 
cafe  the  Lord  Lieutenant  fhall  order  any  horfe  or  mare  fo  feifed,  to  be  deli- 
vered back  to  the  owner,  the  perfon  having  or  keeping  fuch  horfe  or  mare 
in  his  cuftody,  by  the  authority  aforefaid,  may  keep  or  detain  the  fame, 
until  the  owner  pays  6d.  for  every  night  faid  perfon  did  keep  fuch  horfe  or 
mare,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  aforefaid. 

The  above  adl  of  7th  Will.  3.  ch.  5.f.  10,  ri  and  8th  Anne,  ch.  3.  f. 
35.  36  repealed  by  21ft  & 22d  Geo.  3.  ch.  24.  f.  10. 

Civil  officers,  as  often  as  the  fafety  of  the  kingdom  requires  it,  may  be 
impowered,  by  proclamations  to  feize  horfes  of  papifts  (except  breeding 
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mares,  ftallions  and  horfes  under  four  years  old)  and  detain  them  ten  days, 
during  which  time  any  perfon  ferving  in  the  militia,  may  pay  £5.  to  feifer 
for  the  ufe  of  the  owner  (the  charge  of  feizing  and  keeping  fuch  horfes  deduct- 
ed) and  the  property  of  any  horie  thereby  abfolutely  vefted  in  the  militia-man; 
but  if  no  fuch  fum  is  paid  within  the  time  aforefaid,  the  horfe  fhall  be  re- 
turned to  the  owner,  he  paying  the  charges  of  feizing  and  keeping  it.  Fa- 
pifts  on  proof  of  having  horfes  at  the  time  of  proclamation,  or  a month  be- 
fore, (hail  produce  them  on  demand,  on  refufal  within  three  days  (anlefs 
bona  fide  difpofed  of  before  information)  he  (hall  be  committed  till  payment 
of  j£io.  one  moiety  to  the  informer,  and  the  other  to  the  ufe  of  the  militia 
of  the  barony  in  which  fuch  papift  fhall  dwell. 

Papift  houfe-keepers  to  find  a fit  proteftant  to  ferve  in  militia  in  his  ftead, 
or  refufing  he  forfeits  double  the  fum  a proteftant  would  forfeit,  in  cafe  he 
rtfufed  to  attend  the  fervice  of  the  militia  in  his  own  perfon,  or  by  a fuffid- 
ent  man  in  his  ftead,  when  thereto  lawfully  required. 

Papifts  to  pay  toward  the  militia  double  to  what  the  proteftant  pays. 

This  ad  of  the  id  Geo.  r.  ch.  9.  is  expired. 

1‘  Juftices  of  affize  and  juftices  of  feflious  for  the  county  of  Dublin,  may,  for 
encouragement  of  the  militia  drawn  out  on  days  appointed,  by  prefentment 
of  the  grand  jury,  levy  20s.  on  each  of  faid  days,  on  the  popifh  inhabi- 
tants of  the  county,  for  refrefhment  of  each  company. 

This  a£l  is  expired. 

Lord  Lieutenant  may,  when  neceffary,'  require  that  the  parifh  watches  in 
^ this  kingdom  ftiall  be  kept  in  the  feveral  parifhes  by  proteftant  watchmen 
only,  then  when  it  fhall  come  to  the  turn  of  a papift  to  watch,  fuch  papift 
ihall  provide  a proteftant  to  be  approved  of  by  a juftice  of  peace,  in  default, 
the  juftice  may  appoint  a proteftant,  and  levy  i2d.  each  night  on  the  papift, 
by  the  diftrefs  and  fale  of  his  goods,  and  pay  it  to  fuch  proteftant. 

So  much  of  the  faid  ad  as  fubjedsfuch  papiit  to  the  penalty  is  repealed  by 
21ft  & nd  Geo.  3.  ch.  24.  f.  12. 

Robberies  by  privateers  during.war  with  a popifh  prince,  and  Ioffes  there- 
5*  by  fuftained,  ihall  be  prefented  next  aftizes  for  the  county,  by  the  grand 
jury,  after  due  notice  given  thereof,  according  to  the  laws  already  in  being 
in  cafes  where  perfons  are  robbed,  and  after  fuch  prefentment  made,  fuch 
orders  fhall  be  made  at  fqch  afiizes  for  reiniburfing  them  their  Ioffes,  and 
for  levying  the  fame  on  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  goods  and 
chattels  of  all  the  popifti  inhabitants  of  jhe  county  where  fuch  robbery  fhall 
be  committed,  in  the  fame  manner  as  money  is  to  be  levied  for  robberies  by 
tories,  robbers  or  rapparees,  who  are  papifts,  by  any  law  now  in  force. 

This  is  repealed  by  41ft  Sc  44d  Geo.  3.’ eh.  24.  f.  11. 

8th  All  lands,  tenements  and- hereditaments  whereof  any  papift  or  perfon  pro- 
ch.  feiTing  the  pepifh  religion  is  nstu  feized,  or  fhall  be  feized,  by  virtue  of  a 
title  legally  derived  by,  from  or  under  fuch  perfon  or  perfons  noiv  feized  in 
fee  fimple  or  fee  tail,  whether  at  law  or  in  equity,  fhall  from  and  after  the 
firft  of  Auguft  1778,  be  dependable,  devifea^Ie,  and  transferable,  as  fully, 
beneficially,  and  effectually  as  if  the  fame  were  in  the  feifin  of  any  other  of 
his  majefty’s  fubje&s  in  this  kingdom. 

From  and  after  the  ift  of  November  1 7 7 S,  the  conformity  of  the  eldeft 
fon,  and  the  filing  of  the  biftiop’s  certificate,  and  performing  the  requifites 
by  that  adl  or  any  other  act  required  in  that  ^efpeeft,  fhall  not  affe£l  or  alter 
the  eftate  of  any  popilh  parent,  by  making  fuch  popifh  parent  become  te- 
nant for  life,  or  by  vefting  a reverfion  or  eftate  in  fuch  eldeft  fon,  but  fuch 
popifti  parent  fhall  remain  feized  and  poffeffed  of  the  fame  eftate  and  in- 
to reft  in  all  and  every  hi*  or  her  real  eftate,  as  he  or*  fhe  would  have  been  if 
fuch  eldeft  fon  had  not  conformed,  or  faid  adb  of  the  id  of  iAnne  fiad  not 
been  made. 

Nothing  herein  contained  fhal!  affedt  the  right,  title,  claim,  or  eftate  of 
any  eld'  .l  fon  arid  heir  of  a popifh  parent,  who  has,  or  at  any  time  before 
the  pafling  of  this  a<5b,  fha.ll  have  conformed  in  fuch  manner  as  is  by  the  faid 
directed,  or  of  any  perfon  deriving  by,  from  or  under  fuch  eldeft  fon  aird 

^£ir  of  fuch  papift  
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All  and  every  perfon  and  perfons,  being  in  the  adtual  poffeflion  of  any 
lands,  tenements  or  hereditaments,  under  titles  which  fhall  not  have  been 
litigated  before  the  ill  of  November  1778,  whether  derived  by  defcent,  de- 
vife,  limitation,  or  purchafe,  and  all  perfons  deriving  under  fettlements 
Jtnade  upon  marriages,  or  other  valuable  confideration  by  papifts  in  poffeflion, 
fhall  have,  take  hold  or  enjoy  the  fame,  as  if  faid  adb  of  2d  and  8th  Anne 
had  not  been  made. 

Nothing  herein  contained  fhall  affedl  any  right,  claim  or  title  already  veil- 
ed, upon  which  any  adlion  or  fuit  is  now  depending,  or  fhall  be  inflituted 
wh'h  effedl  and  without  delay  ; and  .that  all  and  every  conveyance  heretofore 
made  by  any  papifts,  or  perfons  profefling  the  popifh  religion,  to  any  pro- 
teftant  for  the  ufe  of  a proteftunt,  fhall  be  as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  l’uch 
conveyance  was  made  by  a proteftant. 

No  maintenance  or  portion  fhall  be  granted,  to  any  child  of  a popifh  parent, 
upon  a bill  filed  againft  fuch  parent,  purfuant  to  the  faid  adl  zd  Anne , out  of 
the  perfonal  property  of  fuch  papift,  except  out  of  fuch  leafes  which  they  may 
hereafter  take  under  the  powers  granted,  in  this  ait,  any  thing  contained  in  any 
adl  or  ftatute  to  the  contrary  in  any  wife  notwithftanding. 

No  papift  lhall  take  any  benefit  by  this  adl,  who  does  noton  or  before  the 
a ft  of  January  1779,  if  in  the  kingdom,  or  if  abroad  beyond  the  feas,  or 
under  the  age  of  twent  y-one  yeats,  or  in  prifon,  or  of  unfound  mind,  or  under 
coverture,  then  in  fix  months  after  return  from  abroad,  or  attaining  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  or  difcharge  from  prifon,  or  becoming  of  found  mind,  or 
after  ihe  fhall  become  a femme  foie,  take  and  fubfcr.ibe  the  oath  of  allegiance 
and  the  declaration  prefcribed  by  an  adl  of  13th  & 14th  Geo.  3.  ch.  3 5.  in 
one  of  the  Four  Courts  or  feflions  for  the  county  of  Dublin,  or  before  a 
judge  of  affize  in  open  court ; the.  names  of  the  perfons  who  take  faid  oath 
and  declaration,  with  their  titles  and  additions,  entered  upon  rolls  for  that 
purpofe  appointed  by  fai.d  courts,  and  faid  roils,  once  a year,  tranfmitted 
and  depofited  in  the  rolls  office  of  this  kingdom  to  remain  amongft  the 
records. 

No  benefit  to  thofe  who  having  been  converted  from  the  popifh  to  the 
proteftant  religion,  fhall  afterwards  relapfe  to  popery,  nor  to  any  perfon  be- 
ing a proteftant,  who  fhall  at  any  time(becomea  papift, or  fhall  educate,  or 
fuffer  to  he  educated,  any  cf  his  children,  under  the  age  of  fourteen  years, 
in  the  popifh  religion. 

Whereas  many  of  his  Majefty’s  fubjedls  profefling  the  popifh  religion, 
have  thro’  inadvertence  or  ficknefs,  omitted  to  take  and  fuhfcribe  the  faid 
oath  and  declaration  within  the  time  fo  prefcribed  as  aforefaid,  and  are 
thereby  excluded  from  the  benefit  of  the  faid  adl  of  the  17th  & 1 8th  Geo. 
3d  ch.  49.  and  are  fubjedt  to  divers  penalties  and  difabilities  in  confequence 
of  fuch  omiffion  ; it  is  hereby  enadled,  that  all  perfons  profefling  the  po- 
pifh religion,  who  fhall  on  or  before  the  ill  Nov.  1792,  take  and  fub- 
fcrihe  the  faid  oath  of  allegiance  and  declaration  in  fome  one  of  the  Four 
Courts,  at  the  quarter  feflions  of  the  county  of  Dublin,  or  before  the  go- 
ing judges  of  aifize  in  open  court,  fhall  be  intitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
faid  act  of  17th  and  18th  Geo.  3d  ch.  49.  to  all  intents  and  purpofes;  and 
every  fuch  perfon  who  fhall  take  and  fuhfcribe  fuch  oath  and  declaration 
within  the  time  aforefaid,  fhall  be  freed  and  indemnified  from  all  penalties 
and  difabilities,  to  which  he  or  fhe  may  he  fubjedl  in  confequence  of  fuch 
©miffion  as  aforefaid,  as  fully  and  effedrually  as  if  fuch  perfon  had  taken 
and  fubfcribed  fuch  oath  and  declaration,  in  fuch  manner  and  form  as  are 

prefcribed  by  faid  adl  of  the  17th  & 1 8th  Geo.  3d  ch.  49. Saving  to 

al!  perfons  who  have,  or  fhall  have  inflituted  or  commenced  any  adlion,  or 
ftiit  in  law  or  equity,  previous  to  this  adl,  all  fuch  right,  title,  eftate,  and 
intereft,  both  at  law  and  equity,  as  they  had,  could,  might  or  ought  to 
have  had,  as  fully  to  all  intents  whatfoever,  as  if  this  adl  never  had  been 
Shade. 
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7thly.  AS  TO  ACQUISITION  OF  PROPERTY. 

ALL  difpofitions,  and  Tales  of  the  forfeited  eftates  thence  fold  or  contra&ed 
for,  or  fhould  be  thereafter  fold  by  the  truftees  herein  mentioned,  is,  and 

Ihall  be  to  proteftants  on.y  ; Every  papift  fhall  be  difabled  to  take  any 

part  thereof — All  conveyances  and  declarations  of  truft  to  any  papift  con- 
cerning fame,  fhall  be  void No  papift  fhall  be  capable  to  inherit,  take, 

or  make  title  to,  by  defeent,  purchafe,  limitation,  devife,  or  other  convey- 
ance, or  to  have,  hold,  or  enjoy  any  of  faid  eilates And  if  any  pc  Ton 

profefiing  the  popifh  religion,  or  educated  in  the  lame,  and  not  having  puD- 
lickly  and  foiemnly  renounced  it,  being  of  full  age,  fhall  not , in  fix  months 
after  accruing  f h»s  or  her  title,  or  being  u.'der  the  age  of  eighteen  years, 
Ihall  not,  in  fix  months  after  he  or  ftie  ihah  attain  faid  age,  th  oath  of 
allegiance  and  fupremacy,  and  fubicribe  r.he  declaration  in  this  a&  rn  rion- 
ed,  and  continue  to  be  a proteftant,  every  furii  perfon  fhall  be  diLo.cd  to 
inherit  or  take,  ny  defeent,  devife,  or  limitation,  or  purchafe  any  of  faid 
eftates,  but,  during  tht  life  of  fuch  perfon,  - r his  cor.  ocmicy,  the  next 
of  kin,  being  a proteftant,  Ihall  enjoy  the  eftate,  without  being  accounta- 
ble for  the  profits — And  ail  ieafes  for  lives  or  years,  or  otherwife  to  be  made 
of  any  of  the  laid  premifles,  ftrali  be  made  tc  proteftants  oiay ; and  rt  any 
fuch  leafe  fhall  be  made  to,  or  in  truft  for  any  papift,  or  if  any  fuch  leafe  ne 
made  to  a proteftant,  and  the  lame  fnali  be  afterwards  affigned  to,  or  in 
truft  for  a papift,  every  l'ucn  leafe  and  aflignment  (hail  be  void,  a».d  the 
perfon  making  fuch  leafe  or  affignment,  and  the  perlon  to  whom,  or  lor 
whole  ufe  the  lame  fhall  be  made  (in  cafe  of  acceptance  and  enjoyment  there- 
under) fhall  forfeit  treble  the  yearly  value  of  the  faid  eftate  to  afiigned  and 

accepted Not  to  extend  to  make  void,  any  leafe  that  is,  or  fhall  be 

made  of  any  cottage  or  ^abbin,  under  the  yearly  value  of  thirty  fhillings, 
to  any  day  labourer,  with  two  acres  of  land. 

The  faidfeveral  prohibitions  and  penalties,  re-ena&ed  and  further  en- 
forced, by  an  act  palled  in  England,  in  the  fecond  fefiion  ol  the  lft  of  Ann. 

Ch.  2.J. 

The  faid  a6ts  of  the  ift  Ann.  feff.  1.  ch.  31.  and  ift  Ann.  feff.  a.  cb. 
Si.  fo  far  as  here  recited,  were  repealed  by  an  Engiifh  atft  of  18th  Geo. 
3.  ch.  6 1. 

Papifts  or  perfons  profefiing  the  popifh  religion,  fhall  after  the  24th  of 
March  1 703,  he  difabled  to  buy  and  purchafe  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the 
names  of  others  to  their  ufe,  any  lands,  or  any  rents  or  profits  out  of  the 
fame,  or  any  leales or  terms  thereof,  other  than  any  term  of  years  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty-one,  whereon  a rent  not  lefs  than  two  thirds  of  the  improved 
yearly  value,  at  the  time  of  the  making  fuch  leafe,  fhall  be  referved  and 
made  payable  during  fuch  term. 

No  papift  or  perion  profefling  the  popifn  religion,  after  the  faid  firft  of 
February,  1703,  who  Ihall  not  in  fix  months  after  being  entitled  to  enter, 
or  to  take,  or  have  the  profits  by  defeent,  or  by  virtue  of  any  devife  or  gift,  or 
of  any  remainder  already  limited,  or  at  any  time  hereafter  to  be  limited, 
or  by  virtue  of  any  truft  of  any  lands,  whereof  any  proteftant  now  is,  or 
hereafter  fhall  be  feized  in  fee  Ample  or  fee  tail,  or  in  fuch  manner  that 
after  his  death,  or  the  death  of  him  and  his  wife,  the  freehold  is  to  come 
immediately  to  hri  fon  or  fons  or  iffue  in  tail,  if  then  of  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  or  if  under,  in  fix  months  after  he  fhall  attain  that  age,  until  which 
time,  from  his  being  fo  entitled,  he  fhall  be  under  the  care  of  fuch  protef- 
tant relation,  or  perfon  conforming  himfclf  as  aforefaid,  as  fhall  be  for  that 
purpofe  appointed  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  his  being. educated  in  the 
proteftant  religion,  become  a proteftant.  fhall  take  any  benefit  by  reafon  of 
fuch  defeent,  devife,  gilt,  remainder,  or  truft,  but  from  thenceforth,  during 
the  life  of  fuch  perfon,  until  he  or  fhe  become  proteftant,  the  neareft  pro- 
teftant relation,  or  other  proteftant  wfyo  would  be  entitled  to  the  fame,  in 
cafe  fuch  papift  and  all  intermediate  papifts  were  dead,  fhall  enjoy  the  fame, 
without  being  accountable  for  the  profits  to  be  received  during  fuch  enjoy- 
ment, 
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ment,  fubjedt  to  fuch  charges,  other  than  fuch  as  the  difabled  perfon  fhall 
make,  and  in  fuch  condition  as  the  difabled  perfon  Would  have  enjoyed  the 
fame,  and  alfo  l'ubjedt  to  fuch  maintenance  as  the  Court  of  Chancery  ihail 
think  fit  to  allow  to  the  children  of  fuch  papift,  until  fuch  children  attain 

their  refpedtive  ages  of  eighteen  years If  any  papift,  who  would  be 

enritled  to  the  fame  by  v.rtue  of  this  adt,  on  the  difability  incurred  by  any 
other  papift,  fhall  become  a proteftant,  and  conform,  from  fuch  his  confor- 
mity, fuch  confi  rming  perfon,  being  and  continuing  a proteftant,  fhall  be 
e ituied  as  he  would  have  been,  if  he  had  been  a proteftant,  when  the  difa- 
bility fell  on  fuch  other  papift — The  perfon  enjoying  by  virtue  of  this  aeft, 
may  demife  and  leafe  any  part  for  twenty-one  years  or  lefs  without  fine,  re- 
ferving  the  beft  improved  rent,  or  otherwife  make  or  renew  leafes  of  the 
fame,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  difabled  perfon  might  or  ought  to  do  by  virtue 
of  any  power  only  enabling  him  fo  to  do,  and  fuch  ieales  fhall  be  good  a- 

gainft  the  difabled  perfon,  and  all  claiming  after  him In  cale  any  wilful 

wafte  fhall  be  commited  on  the  faid  lands  by  the  perfon  fo  enjoying  the 
fame,  or  any  other  by  his  or  her  licenfe  or  authority,  the  party  difabled, 
his  or  her  executors  or  admimftrators,  may  recover  full  damages  for  the 
fame,  againft  the  perfon  committing  fuch  wafte,  his  or  her  executors  or  ad- 
miniftrators,  by  adfiion  of  debt,  in  any  Court  of  Record  in  Dublin-  ■ — 
The  wife  of  fuch  perfon  fo  difabled,  being  a proteftant,  fhall  have  and  be 
entitled  to  her  dower  and  thirds  at  common  law,  as  fhe  would  have  been, 
if  this  adt  had  not  been  made. 

No  perfon  or  perfons  that  are,  or  fhall  be  papifts,  or  profefs  the  popifh  re- 
ligion, fhall  after  the  24th  of  March,  1703,  take  or  purchafe  any  houfe  or 
tenement,  or  come  to  dwell,  or  inhabit  within  the  city  of  Limerick 
or  fuburbs  thereof,  or  within  the  Town  of  Galway  or  fuburbs  there- 
of  And  every  perfon  of  the  popifh  religion,  now  inhabiting 

the  faid  city  01  fuburbs  of  Limerick,  or  within  the  faid  town  or  fub- 
urbs of  Galway,  fhall,  before  the  24th  of  March  next  enfuing,  before 
the  chief  magiftrate  of  the  faid  refpedtive  city  or  town,  become  bound  to 
the  crown,  with  two  fulficient  fureties,  in  a reafonable  penal  fum,  to  be 
afeertained  by  the  chief  magiftrate,  recorder,  and  fheriffs  of  the  faid  city 
and  town  refpedtively,  or  any  two  of  them,  with  condition  for  his  or  her 
faithfully  bearing  themfelves  towards  the  crown,  or  in  default  of  giving 
fuch  fecurity,  fuch  perfon*  fhall  depart  out  of  the  faid  city,  fuDurbs,  and  town 
aforelaid,  on  or  before  the  25th  of  March,  1701;. Nothing  herein  con- 

tained fhall  be  conftruod  to  hinder  feamen,  fifhermen,  or  day  labourers, 
from  holding,  or  dwelling  in  houfes  worth  forty  findings  per  year,  or 
under,  within  the  fuburbs  of  the  city  of  Limerick,  or  of  the  town  of  Gal- 
way 

So  much  of  2d  Ann.  ch.  6.  as  fubjedts  any  papift  or  papifts,  who  fhall, 
or  may  after  the  24th  of  March,  1703,  take,  or  puchafe  any  houfe  or 
tenements,  or  come  to  dv/eil  or  inhabit  within  the  city  of  Limerick  or 
fubuibs  thereof,  or  within  the  town  of  Galway  or  fuburbs  thereof,  to  the 
penalties  therein  mentioned , is  repealed  by  21ft  and  22d  Geo.  3.  ch.  24.  f.  13. 

No  papift,  nor  any  in  trull  for  a papift,  fhall,  after  the  10th  of  May, 
1709,  be  capable  to  take,  h«ve,  or  receive  any  annuity  for  life,  or  term  ^or 
years  determinable  on  any  ir  e or  lives',  or  for  any  greater  or  lcffier  eflate,  any 
way  chargeable  on,  or  that  may  affedl  lands— — And  all  judgments,  ftatute 
of  the  ftaple  or  merchant,  recognizances,  and  all  and  every  other  fecurity 
and  fee.  rities  whudoever,  which  any  time  hereafter  fhall  be  entered  into, 
acknowledged,  made,  or  perfedted  to  any  papift,  or  to  any  in  truft  for  a pa- 
pift,  for  the  fecuring  of  any  fuch  annuity  cr  annuities,  or  performance  of 
any  fuch  truft,  and  every  judgment  or  judgments  obtained,  had,  or  to  be 
had,  on  fuch  annuity,  as  far  only  as  fuch  judgment  or  judgments,  may  af- 
fedt  any  lands  of  fuch  papift,  fhall  be  null  and  void  to  all  intents  and  purpofes 

— but  any  papift,  to  whom  fuch  annuity  fhall  be  granted,  may  upon 

judgment  obtained,  take  out  execution  againft  the-  perfon  andpenonal  eftare 
of  fuvh  grantor. 

All 
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All  collateral  and  other  fecurities  by  mortgages,  judgments,  ftatute-mer- 
chant  or  of  the  ftaple,  or  otherwife  howfoever,  which  have  been  made  or 
entered  into,  or  hereafter  fhallbe  made,  or  entered  into,  to  cover,  fupport, 
(ecure,  or  make  good,  any  bargain,  fale,  confirmation,  releafe,  feoffment, 
Jeafe,  or  other  conveyance  contrary  to  ad  Ann.  ch.  6.  fhall  be  null  and 
void  and  of  no  effeft  to  fuch  papift,  or  perfon  fo  purchafing  in  truft  for 
him,  or  his  heirs  or  afligns And  fuch  lands  fo  conveyed,  or  leafed  con- 

trary to  faid  aft,  and  all  fuch  collateral  fecurities,  may  be  fued  for  by  any 
proteitant  by  aftion,  real,  perfonal,  or  mixt,  founded  on  this  aft,  in  any 
court  of  law,  or  in  any  court  of  equity,  if  the  nature  of  the  cafe  fhall 
require  it,  who,  on  proof  of  the  above,  fhall  obtain  a verdift,  and  judg- 
ment, or  a decree  thereupon,  -and  recover  the  fame,  and  have  execution  to 
be  put  into  the  feifin  and  poffeffion  thereof,  to  enjoy  fuch  lands  according 
to  the  eftate,  which  fuch  papift  had  therein,  fubjeft  to  fuch  rents,  covenants, 
and  conditions,  refervations  and  all  incumbrances,  and  portions  whatfoever, 
as  the  fame  would  have  been  fubjeft  to  in  the  hands  of  fuch  papift,  and  alfo 
to  have  the  full  benefit  of  all  fuch  collateral  fecurities,  as  the  party  to  whom 
the  fame  fnall  be  made  might  have  had,  if  this  adt  or  the  ad  Ann.  ch.  6.  had 
not  been  made. 

Nothing  herein,  or  in  any  former  aft  contained,  fhall  extend  to  weaken 
any  eftate,  right,  title,  or  intereft  of  any  proteitant  purchafer  for  valuable 
coniideration  bona  fide  from  any  perfon,  who  had  purchafed  in  truft  for  a 
papift,  or  from  any  proteftant  deriving  under  fuch  purchafer,  not  having 
notice  of  fuch  truft. 

Any  proteftant  may  prefer  one  or  more  bill  or  bills  in  the  Chancery  or 
Exchequer,  againft  any  perfon  or  perfons  concerned  in  fuch  fale,  leafe, 
mortgage,  or  incumbrance,  and  againft  all  perfons  privy  to  fuch  truft  for 
papift,  and  to  compel  Ibch  perfon  or  perfons  to  difeover  and  deteft  fuch 
truft,  and  to  anfvver  to  all  matters  and  circumftances  relating  thereunto,  as 
by  fuch  bill  or  bills  fhall  be  required ^to  which  bill  or  bills  no  plea  or  de- 

murrer fhall  be  allowed,  but  the  defendant  fhall  anfwer  the  fame  at  large 

upon  oath which  anfwer  fhall  be  good  evidence  againft  the  defendant 

in  aftion  to  be  brought  upon  this  aft,  as  in  fuch  cafes  is  ufual And  that 

all  iflues,  to  be  tried  in  any  actions  or  fuit  founded  upon  this  aft,  fhall  be 
tried  by  none  but  known  proteftants. 

Pap’jis  who  in  their  own  names,  or  in  the  name  of  other  perfons,  or  any 
in  truft  for  them,  have  purchafed  land  in  fee,  or  any  leafes  for  years  or 
lives,  or  other  eftate  or  intereft,  or  lent  money  on  mortgages,  or  purchafed 
in  mortgages  (other  than  the  forfeited  lands,  or  mortgages  on  faid  lands) 
and  have  or  Jhall  on  or  before  the  z$th  of  December,  I 709  become  proteftants, 
and  enroll  a certificate  of  the  bifhop  of  the  diocefe,  in  which  they  inhabit 
or  refide,  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  teftifying  their  being  proteftants  and 
conforming  themfelves  to  the  Church  of  Ireland,  and  fhall  receive  the  facra- 
ment  according  to  the  faid  Church,  and  make  and  fubferibethe  oath  of  ab- 
juration mentioned  in  zd  Ann.  ch.  6 ■ and  educate  theit  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age,  from  the  time  of  their  converfion  in  the  proteftant 
religion,  fuch  purchafes  and  mortgages  fhall  be  as  good  and  effeftual  in  law 
and  equity,  as  if  they  had  been  protrfants  at  the  time  of  fuch  purchafes  or 
mortgages. 

From  and  after  the  ift  of  Auguft,  1778,  papifts,  or  perfons  profefTing 
the  popifii  religion,  may  take,  hold,  and  enjoy  any  leafe  or  leafes,  for  any 
term  of  years  not  exceeding  999  years  certain,  or  for  any  term  of  years 
determinable  upon  any  number  of  lives,  not  exceeding  five,  with  or  with- 
out liberty  of  committing  wade,  and  the  fame  difpofe  of  by  will  or  other- 
wife,  as  fully  and  beneficially  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  any  other  his

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All  papifts  fhall  and  may.  from  and  after  the  ift  of  Auguft  1 778,  be  to 
2.11  intents  and  purpofes  capable  to  take,  hold,  and  enjoy  all  or  any  lands, 
tenements,  or  hereditament*  which  {hall  defcend  from,  or  be  dewifed  or 
transferred  by  any  papijl  who  is  now  feized,  o~  fhall  be  feized  by  virtue  of  a 
title  legally  devifed  by  from,  or  under  fuch  perfon  noiu  feized,  in  fee 
fimpie  or  fee  tail,  whether  at  law  or  in  equiy,  any  thing  contained  in  zd 
Ann.  ch.  6.  or  Sth  Ann.  ch.  3.  or  in  any  other  ftatute  or  law  to  the  con- 
trary in  any  wife  notwithftanding. 

No  papift  or  perfon  profeOing  the  popilh  religion,  drill  take  any  benefit 
by  this  adh  unlel's  he  or  fire  (hall  on  or  b fore  the  jft  of  January  1779,  of 
fome  time  previous  to  any  fuch  ieafe  made  to  or  in  trull  for  him,  if  he  or 
fhe  {hall  be  in  this  kingdom  ; or  within  fix  months  after  any  devife,  def- 
ceiit,  or  iimitati  n {hall  take  effedt  in  pcrGfeflion,  if  at  that  time  within  the 
kingdom,  or  if  then  abroad  beyond  the  leas,  or  under  the  age  of  twenty-

condition,  and  reftridtion  in  faid  fettlement  contained,  concerning  fuch 
kafes 

From  the  ill  of  May  1782,  it  (hall  and  may  be  lawful  for  any  perfon  or 
perfons  profeifing  the  popilh  religion,  to  purehafe,  or  take  by  grant,  limi- 
tation, defeent,  or  devife;  any  lands,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  in 
this  kingdom,  or  any  intereft  therein,  (except  advowfon,  and  alfo,  except 
any  manor,  or  borough,  or  any  part  of  a manor  or  borough,  the  freehold- 
ers or  inhabitants  whereof  are  entitled  to  vote  for  burgefltstoreprefentfuch 
borough  or  manor  in  parliament)  and  the  fame  to  dil'pofe  of,  as  he,  {lie,  or 
they  {hall  think  fit,  by  will,  or  otherwife  ; and  that  fuch  lands,  tenements, 
and  hereditaments,  fo  purchafed  or  taken,  {hall  be  dependable  according 
to  the  courfe  of  the  common  law,  and  devifable  and  transferable  in  like 
manner  as  the  lands  of  proteftants,  any  law  or  ftatute  to  the  contrary  there- 
of, in  anywife  notwifhftanding. 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  fhall  he  confined  to  difable  any 
papift  or  pel  fori  profeifing  the  popifh  religion,  from  taking  any  intereft  in 
kinds,  tenements,  or  hereditaments,  and  difpofmg  of  the  fame  in  fuch  man- 
ner as  fuch  papift  or  perfon  profefiing  the  popilh  religion,  might  have  done 
by  law  before  the  palling  of  this  adl,  in  any  fuch  manor  or  b'orough. 

Saving  to  all  perfons  whatfoever,  who  have  or  fhall  have  inftiiuted  of 
commenced  any  adtion  or  fuit.  in  law  or  equity,  previous  to  the  palling  of 
fchis  adl,  all  fuch  right,  tide,  eftate,  and  intereft,  both  in  law  and  equity, 
as  they  or  any  of  them  had,  could,  might,  or  ought  to  have  had,  as  fully 
te  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  if  thjs  act  had  never  been  made. 

Nothing  herein  contained  fhall  affedl,  or  be  conftrued  to  affedl,  fhe  right,

No  fuch  negledi  fhall  make  void  the  grant  of  any  office  of  inheritance,  or 
any  fee,  falary  or  reward  for  executing  fuch  office.  f>  as  fuch  perfon  having 
fuch  office,  do  fubftitute  fome  proteftant,  being  duly  qua1  fi  <4  toexecute  the 
faid  officp,  to  be  deputy,  until  the  perfon  having  fuch  office  ffiall  volunta- 
rily. in  one  of  the  faid  courts  make  the  faid  oaths  and  declaration,  and  re- 
ceive the  facrament,  and  produce  a certificate  thereof  at  the  time  of  taking 
the  faid  oaths,  and  fo  as  fuch  deputy  make  the  faid  oaths  and  declaration  in 
one  of  the  faid  courts,  and  receive  faid  facrament,  and  produce  a certificate 
thereof  at  thetime  of  his  making  faid  oaths  and  declaration,  in  fuch  manner 
as  fuch  officer  who  fubllitutes  fuch  deputy  is  hereby  appointed  to  do,  and 
lb  as  fuch  deputy  be  approved  of  by  the  king,  or  Lord  Lieutenant  of  this 
realm. 

No  fuch  uegledl  lhall  extend  to  the  office  of  any  high  conftable,  petty 
conftable,  overfeer  of  the  poor,  churchwarden,  furveyor  of  the  highways, 
oi‘  in  any  like  inferior  civil  office  in  the  kjngd.om,  or  any  office  of  forefter 
or  keeper  of  any  park,  chafe,  warren,  game,  or  bailiff  of  any  manor  or 
lands^  or  any  like  private  offices. 

Perfons  who  have  not  qualified  according  to  the  ?d  Anne,  ch.  6.  are  in- 
demnified, provided  they  qualify  on  or  before  2;th  of  March  1710,  and 
their  office  or  employment  be  not  already  avoided  or  filled  by  any  other; 
^nd  the  time  for  profeeption  in  faid  t0  be  within  twoyears,  and  without 
delay — Time  to  qualify  extended  in  fuch  cafe  to  ill  Auguft  1726,  by  1 .th 
Geo.  1.  ch.6. — to  ift  Auguft  1 762,  by  ft  Geo.  3 ch.  4. — to  ift  Auguft 
1764,  by  3d  Geo.  3.  ch.  3. — to  ift  Auguft  1766,  by  5th  Geo.  3.  ch.  m. 
—to  ift  Aug.nft  17.68,  by  7th  Geo.  3,  ch.  16. — to  ift  i\uguft  1774,  by  nth

From  and  after  24th  of  June  1716,  no  perfon  of  the  popiffi  religion  ffiall 
be  capable  of  being  nomi  ated,  appointed,  prefented  or  fworn,  or  ar.y 
ways Terve  as  high  conftable  in  any  county,  barony,  or  half-barony,  or  as 
petty  conftable  in  any  manor,  ward,  pariffi  conftablewick,  or  place  within 
this  kingdom,  but  are  to  be  proportionably  taxed  for  the  fupport  of  fuch 
officers. 

To  continue  for  three  years  and  to  the  end  of  the  next  feffion  of  parlia- 
ment, and  no  longer,  and  is  expired 

Papifts  are  not  to  be  parochial  watchmen  in  times  o«f  tumult  and  danger. 
Lord  Lieutenant,  the  judge  of  fuch  times,  who  may,  when  he  ffiall  judge 
^eceffary,  iffue  proclamation  for  the  finding  of  proteftants,  and  none  other 
to  be  parochial  watch. 

In  abfence  of  chief  ■ aron  from  Dublin,  every  perfon  appointed  to  any 
office  or  employment,  and  who  by  the  laws  are  to  be  fworn  before  the  chief 
baron,  and  take  the  oaths  of  office  before  him,  may  he  fworn  into  office  in 
his  faid  abfence  before  the  chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  or  one  of  the  ba- 
■ f-ons. 
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Every  perfen  that  (hall  heroine  a barrifter  at  law,  attorney,  clerk,  er 
officer  in  chancery  or  any  other  court,  and  their  deputies,  and  (hall  fueceed 
or  pradife  as  fuch  in  Ireland,  fhall  make  the  oaths  and  declaration  in  this 
ad  mentioned,  id  the  King's  Bench  at  Dublin,  in  open  court,  in  term  time, 
between  nine  and  twelve  in  the  forenoon,  to  be  recorded  before  he  fhall  be 
admitted  to  enjoy  or  exercife  any  place  or  office,  or  to  pradife  or  plead  in 
any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  any  court  of  record  or  net  of  record.  If 
any  of  fuch  perfons  offends  contjgry  to  this  ad  he  fhall  be  difabled  to  hold  or 
execure  any  office  or  place  of  profit  or  truft,  ecclefiaftical,  civd  or  military, 
in  any  of  his  majefty’s  dominions,  to  fit  or  vote  in  either  houfe  of  parlia* 
ment,  to  maka  aproxy  in  the  houfe  of  peers,  to  l'ue  in  law  or  equity,  to  be 
guardian,  extectstor  or  admiriftrator,  to  take  a legacy  or  deed  of  ^ift,  and 
forfeit  £ too.  to  him  who  fhall  fue  for  the  fame. 

Noperfon  after  lft  March  1698,  fhall  pradife  or  ad  as  folicitor,  (except 
in  their  Own  fails,  cr  as  menial  fervants  for  their  matter)  in  any  court  of 
law  or  equity,  or  as  agent  or  manager  in  any  caufe  01  fuitin  law  or  equity, 
or  as  fenefchal,  or  folicit  r,  in  all  or  any  of  the  courts  or  offices  in  this 
kingdom,  Who  fhall  not  educate  his  children  in  the  proteftant  religion,  and 
firft  take  the  oaths,  and  fubferihe  the  declaration  in  this  ad  mentioned 
(viz.  thofe  preferibed  by  3d  W.  & M.  ch.  1.  Er.g!ifh)under  the  penalty  of 
^too,  to  profecutor,  and  being  difabled  to  be  executor  or  adminiftrator,  er 
to  take  any  legacy’’,  gift,  grant  of  lands,  goods  or  chattels. 

No  papift,  or  reputed  papift,  fhall  be  allowed  (except  in  his  own  cv.'.fe 
or  as  menial  fervant  for  his  matter)  to  pradife  or  ad  as  folicitor,  agent  or 
manager  in  any  fuit  of  law  or  equity,  in  any  of  the  Four  Courts,  or  in  any 
Court  of  record  in  this  kingdom,  or  in  ar.y  ecclefiaftical  court,  or  court  of 
Admiralty,  or  as  clerk  in  ary  fheriff’s  office,  or  on  any  commiffions  iffued 
out  of  any  court  of  equity,  before  he  fhall  have  taken  the  oaths  and  fub- 
feribed  the  declaration  in  the  jeth  Will:  3.  ch.  13.  mentioned,  as  alfo  the 
oath  of  abjuration  in  this  ad  mentioned,  under  the  penalty  of  £100.  to  the 
profee  at  or,  and  alfo  incur  and  fuffir  the  other  penalties  and  difabiliti-.s  in 
i'aid  ad  of  icth  Will.  3.  ch.  13.  mentioned.  Any  perfon  feeing  or  know- 
ing a papift  fo  to  ad,  may  openly  in  court  defire  the  faid  oaths  and  declara- 
tion be  forthwith  tendered  to  him,  011  his  refufal  to  take  the  fame,  and 
proof  by  two  wltnefles  of  Ids  having  fo  aded  he  fhall  be  recorded  con  v id; 
and  forfeit  faid  £ 00.  to  faid  prbfecutor,  and  be  committed  in  execution 
until  he  nays  the  fame,  and  fhall  alfo  incur  the  ether  penalties  and  difahiiitics 
in  faid  ad  cf  oih  Will.  3.  ch.  13.  mentioned. 

Nobarrifter,  attorney,  officer,  or  other  pradifer  in  law  or  equity,  fhall 
be  allowed  to  infill  upon  any  privilege,  fo  as  to  exempt,  exenfe,  or  hinder 
them,  or  arvy  of  them  from  giving  their  evidence  or  teftimory,  and  an- 
fwerir.g  on  oath,  as  to  their  knowledge  in  auy  matter  that  fhall  or  may 
come  incueftrun,  in  any  fuit  brought  upon  this  ad,  or  that  of  ioth  Will.  3. 
ch  13- 

No  officer,  or  deputy  officer,  fhall  willingly  and  knowingly  allow  any 
popifh  folicitor,  agent  cr  manager  as  aforefaid,  to  view,  fearchor  infped  any 
of  the  records,  p eadings,  rules,  ordeis  or  entries  in  his  or  their  office  or 
offices,  cr  ocherwue  to  pradife  or  act  as  folicitor  or  ager.t  thru,  upon  p3in 
cf  £$o-  to  the  profecutm. 

Perfoas  fp.ed  of-  proftculed  for  any  offence  againft  this  act,  or  the  ad  of 
the  10th  \y  ill.  3 ch  13.  lhali  be  held  to  fpecial  bail. 

Every  perfon  who,  after  ft  of  Auguft  1728,  (had  apply  to  be  cr-lled  to 
the  bar,  or  t 're  admitted  a fix  clerk,  or  attorney,  or  mail  take  upon  h-.m 
to  pradife  as  afo'icitor,  or  f u<H  as  an  officer,  or  deputy  officer  in  any  court 
of  law  or  equity  fhall,  before  fuch  application,  or  taking  on  them  to  prac- 
tifeor  ad  asafotefaid.  take  and  fubferibe  the  feveral  oaths,  and  repeat  and 
fubferibe  the  declaration  mentioned  in  the  2d  Anne,  ch.  6.  And  that  every 
perfon  converted  fr.-m  the  pop'fh  to  the  proteftant  religion,  cr  born  of  a 
popifh  parent  or  parents,  who,  after  the  ift  of  Auguft  1728,  fhad  apply  to 
be  called  to  the  bar.  o r 'nbe  admitted  a fix  clerk  <>r  attorney,  or  fliali  take 
upon  him  to  piadife  as  a folicitor,  or  to  ad  as  an  officer  or  deputy  officer  as 

aforefaid 
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aforefaid,  fhall,  upon  fuch  application,  or  before  taking  on  him  to  a<&  cfT 
pra&ife  as  aforefaid,  prove  before  the  Lord  Chancellor,  or  Commiffioners  of 
the  Great  Seal,  the  two  Chief  Juftices,  the  Chief  Baron,  the  Justices  of 
the  one  Bench  and  of  the  other,  and  the  Barons  of  the  Exch  quer,  or  any 
two  or  more  of  them,  (of  which  the  Lord  Chancellor  , or  one  < f the  Com- 
miffioners of  the  Great  Seal,  or  one  of  the  Chief  Juftices,  pr  the  Chief  Ba- 
ron fliall  be  one)  by  fufficient  witrjefs  or  witnelles,  upon  oath,  that  fuch 
perfon  has  profefied  himlelf  and  continued  to  be  a proteftant,  for  the  fpace 
cf  two  years  immediately  before  the  time  of  making  fuch  proof. 

No  perfon  (hall  be  admitted  into  the  fociety  of  King’s  Inns  as  a {Indent, 
who  lhallnot,  at  the  time  of  hisadmiffion,  be  of  the  proteftant  religion. 

No  perfon  after  the  ift  of  Auguft  i'z8,  {hall  be  capable  of  a&ing  as  a 
fub-ffieriff,  or  fheriff’s  clerk,  who  fliall  not  have  been  a proteftant  for 
five  years  immediately  before  fuch  his  atfting,  under  penalty  of  being  fub- 
jecft  to  fuch  difabilities  and  incapacities  as  perfons  profeffing  the  pop.ffi  reli- 
gion are. 

No  perfon  after  Michaelmas  1734,  except  in  capital  cafes,  {hall  be  admit- 
ted an  attorney,  or  licenfed  to  be  a folicitor  in  any  of  the  Four  Courts, 
or  on  circuit,  or  before  a coramiffiotier  of  revenue,  or  their  fub  commiffio- 
ners,  or  the  commiffioners  of  appeal,  who  hath  not  been  a proteftant  from 
his  age  of  fourteen  years,  or  for  two  years  before  his  being  admitted  an  ap- 
prentice, and  who  ffiall  not  at  the  time  of  his  admiffion  take  all  the  oaths,  and 
fubferibe  the  declaration  required  of  perfons  to  be  admitted  into  offices,  by 
the  ad  Anne,  ch.  6.  together  with  the  oath  in  this  a<ft  mentioned. 

The  court  may  on  fufphion,  or  on  notice  figned,  fummon  a difqualified 
folicitor,  and  on  non-appearance,  or  proof,  puniffi  as  for  contempt,  by 
fine,  not  above  £50.  nor  lefs  than  £2$  or  imprifonment  not  above  fix 
months;  in  cafe  of  puniffiment,  not  fiablc  to  the  other  punifliments  in  the 
former  a<fts. 

Every  perfon  ffiall  be  deemed  a folicitor  within  this  and  the  former  a6ts 
againft  popilh  folicitors,  who,  not  being  qualified,  draws,  dictates  or  ab- 
breviates pleadings,  or  tranferibes,  or  abbreviates  any  depofitiens  or  other 
ovidence,  in  order  to  be  made  ufe  of  in  any  fuit,  at  law  or  in  equity,  or 
takes  upon  himfelf  the  direction  or  management  in  any  fuit,  or  the  de- 
fence thereof  in  the  Four  Courts,  wherein  he  is  not  a party  nor  concerned 
in  intereft. 

The  oaths  and  declaration  required  by  the  6th  Anne,  ch.  6.  and  ift 
Geo.  2d  ch.  20.  refpe&iqirely  to  be  taken  and  fubferibed  by  every  perfon 
who  {hall  be  admitted  topradlife  as  a counfellor  or  barrijl'er  at  laiu,  attorney , 
/illicit or  or  notary , {hall  from  and  after  24th  June  1 792,  be  no  longer  requir- 
ed to  be  taken  or  fubferibed  by  any  perfon  profeffing  the  Roman  Catholic 
re'igion,  as  a qualification  to  enable  him  to  be  admitted  to  the  bar,  or  to  a«5b 
as  an  attorney , folicitor  or  notary , but  the  oath  of  allegiance  appointed  by  the 
13th  and  14th  Geo.  3d  ch.  35.  ffiall,  from  and  after  faid  24th  June  1792, 
be  adminiftered  taken  and  fubferibed  to  and  by  perfons  pr  ofeffing  the  Roman 
Catholic  religion,  and  defiring  to  be  admitted  to  the  bar  or  to  become  attar * 
nies,  folicitors  or  notaries , in  the  {lead  of  the  faid  oaths  and  declaration,  and 
ffiall  be  adminiftered  taken  and  fubferibed  in  the  fame  courts,  and  regiftered 
in  the  fame  manner  as  the  oaths  and  declaration  in  the  room  of  which  the 
faid  oath  is  hereby  fubftituted,  are  now  by  law  required  to  be  taken  fubferibed 
and  regiftered,  and  when  taken  fubferibed  and  regiftered,  fliall  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  enabling  perfons  profeffing  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  to  be 
admitted  barrijier s , and  to  pratftife  as  attornies,  folicitors  andnotaries  have  the 
fame  effedt  and  operation  to  all  intents  and  purpofes,  as  the  taking  and  fub- 
feribing  the  oaths  and  declaration  in  the  room  of  which  the  fame  is  hereby 
fubftituted,  could  have  had,  any  lav/  to  tile  contrary  notwithftanding. 

Provided  that  nothing  herein  contained  ffiall  extend  to  enable  or  qualify 
any  perfon  to  hold  or  enjoy  the  place  or  office  of  King’s  Council. 

So  much  of  an  adlof  the  10th  W.  3d  ch.  i.3.aa  ena&s  that  no  perfon  ffiall 
as  folicitor , agent  or  manager  of  any  fuit  who  fliall  not  educate  his  children  in 
proteftant  religion,  ffiall  not  exte*d  to  foch  perfons  £*ofeffing  the  popifh 

religion 
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Religion  who  ihail  be  admitted  to  acl  as  follcitor , or  notary  under  this 

a<5t. 

So  much  of  ;th  Geo.  2.  ch.  5.  as  enafts  that  “ no  perfon  (hall  be  ad- 
mitted an  attorney  or  licenftd  to  be  a folicitor  in  any  of  the  Four  Courts, 
wh^  ihail  not  have  been  a protefta-.t  from  his  age  of  14  years  or  for  2 years 
before  his  being  admitted  an  apprentice”  ishereby  repealed. 

So  much  of  the  ift  Geo.  2.  ch.  20.  as  enadts,  that  “ every  perfon  con- 
verted from  the  popiih  to  the  proteftant  religion,  or  born  of  a popifh  parent 
or  parents,  who  from  and  after  the  ift  Attguft  1728,  fhall  apply  to  be  called 
to  the  bar,  or  to.  he  admitted  a fix  clerk  or  attorney,  or  fhall  take  upon  him 
to  pradhfe  as  a folicitor,  cr  to  a£  a*  ah  officer  Or  deputy  officer  as  aforefaid, 
fhall  upon  luch  application,  or  before  taking  on  him  to  adt  or  to  pradtife  as 
afcrefaid,  prove  before  the  Lord  Chancellor  or  the  Comniifhoners  of  the 
Great  Seal,  the  two  Chief  Juftices,  the  Chief  Baron,  the  Ju  ices  of  the 
one  Bench  and  of  the  other,  and  the  Barons  of  the  Exchequer  in  Ireland 
for  the  time  being,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  (of  which  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor or  one  of  the  Commiftionfers  of  the  Great  Seal,  or  one  of  the  faid 
Chief  Juftices,  or  the  Chief  Baron  for  the  time  being  fhaU  be  on  ) by  fuf- 
ficient  witnefs  or  witneffes  upon  03th,  which  ihey  or  any  two  of  them  were 
thereby  authorized  to  adminifter  that  fuch  perfon  has  profefted  himftlf,  and 
continued  tube  a proteftant  for  the  fpace  of  two  years  immediately  before 
the  time  ol  making  fuch  proof”  is  hereby  repealed. 

All  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  whofe  name  fhall  have  been  entered  as  a 
fiudent  in  any  of  the  Inns  cf  Court  in  England,  previous  to  the  20th  January 
1792,  may  and  fhall  be  permitted  to  enter  his  name  with  the  Treafurer 
ef  the  King’s  Jnns,  Dublin,  as  of  the  day  on  which  the  certificate  of  his 
entry  into  luch  Englifh  Inn  of  Court  bears  date;  and  the  faid  Treafurerhs 
hereby  authorized  and  required  to  make  a fpecial  entry  for  that  purpofe  on 
fuch  perfon  or  perfons  producing  to  him  the  faid  certificate.  Piuvided  al- 
ways that  all  and  every  perfon  or  perfons  profeffing  the  popifh  religion,  who

like  manner  and  form  as  if  he  had  been  entered  a fiudent  in  the  King’s  Inns 

in  Dublin  on  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  faid  Englifh  certificate.

every  peer  and  member  of  the  houfe  of  peers,  at  the  table  in  the  middle  of

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No  peer  of  Ireland  or  member  of  the  houfe  of  peers,  fhall  vote  or  make  iftAnn.  ft. 
his  proxy  in  the  faid  houfe,  or  fit  there  during  any  debate,  nor  any  member  a.ch.  1 7.  S. 
of  thehoufeof  commons  in  Ireland,  fhall  vote  or  fit  there  during  any  debate  13.ti.Eng. 
after  the  fpeaker  is  chofen,  until  fuch  peer  or  member  fhall  take  the  oath  of  1 70I, 
abjuration  (preferibed  by  13th  Will.

Eng.)  at  the  fame  time,  and  in  fuch  manner  as  is  directed  for  making  the 
declaration  mentioned  in  3d  W.  8c  M.  ch.  a.

^he  1 3th  Will.  3.  ch.  6.  Eng.  expreffed  touching  peers  in  parliament,  and 
members  of  the  houfe  of  commons — viz  — “ fhall  be  adjudged  a papift:  re^- 
cufant  convidl,  and  fhall  be  difabled  to  hold  any  place  of  profit  or  trufh 
civil  or  military,  and  to  fit  and  vote  in  either  houfe  of  parliament,  or  t<? 
make  a proxy  in  the  houfe  of  peers,  or  to  fue  in  law  -or  in  equity,  or  to  be 
guardian,  executor,  or  adminiftrator,  or  capable  of  any  legacy  or  deed  Of 
gift,  and  fhall  forfeit  £$co.  to  him  who  fhall  fue  for  ihe  fame  in  any  of'  his 
majefty’s  courts  at  Weftminfter.”  ,

the  clerk  of  the  peace,  and  a certificate  thereof  given,  payiftg  one  fhilling, 
on  producing  which  he  fhall  be  permitted  to  vote,  as  fully  as  any  proteftant, 
otherwife  rejedled. 

From,  and  after  the  24th  of  June  next,  no  freeholders,  burgefies,  free- 
man, or  inhabitant,  being  a papift  or  perfon  profeffing  the  popifh  religion, 
fhall  be  admitted  to  his  vote,  in  the  election  of  knights,  citizens,  or  bur- 
geffes  to  ferve  in  parliament,  unlefs  fuch  perfon  fhall  have  taken  the  oaths 
of  allegiance  and  abjuration,  at  leaft  fix  calendar  months  before  the  day  of 
fuch  election,  and  fhall  alfo  take  the  faid  oaths  at  the  day  of  laid  election,

of  a teftimonium  under  the  feal  of  Trinity  College  Dublin. 

From  and  after  the  end  of  this  fcflion,  no  perfon  exerciflng  or  ufing  the

The  indenture  Af  apprentictfhip,  and  all  bonds  and  contradls  to  be  made, 
by  reafon  of  any  fuch  popifh  perfon  being  put  to  be  an  apprentice,  fhall 

be  void. And  every  fuch  perfon  of  the  popifh  religion,  who  fhall  be 

put  to  bean  apprentice,  inftrudted  contrary  to  this  adl,  and  who  fhall  cx- 
ercife  the  faid  art  or  myftcry,  fhall  forfeit  £zo.  to  the  ufe  of  the  king  and 
profecutor.

by  the  7th  Geo,  3.  ch.  5.  to  be  taken  by  every  Mafer  in  chancer  Six  clerk 
of  the  Court  of  Chancery , barrifer  at  lair,  attorney  and  officer  of  any  of  ihe 
courts  in  Dublin,  and  every  deputy  of  fuck  officer,  and  every  folicitor . 

From  henceforth  it  fhali  and  may  be  lawful  for  every  manufaQurer , as 
well  journeyman  as  mailer,  to  take  as  many  apprentices,  male  or  female,  as 
he  may  think  fit,  in  any  trade,  within  this  kingdom,  whether  fuch  matter 
or  apprentice  be  proteftant  or  papiit,  any  ftatute,  ufage,  cuttom,  charter, 
bye-law,  order  or  regulation  to  the  contrary  notwithflanding. 

But  notwithstanding  the  above  a<5l,  it  feerns,  {to  this  Commit  e e) 
that  perfons  apprenticed,  under  the  direblion  of  authorized  ettaWifhments 
for  education,  are  under  the  terms  of  thefe  eftab.lHhm.ents,  ftiil  invariably  to 
be  apprenticed  to  nroteftants. 

Yet  it  is  exprefly  provided  that  the  £4  000.  granted  by  this  ail  to  he  ex- 
pended in  apprentice  fees  to  fuch  iradefmen  or  mamfadlurers,  as  take  children, 
from  chwter-fchools,  or  the  founding  Hofpital  in  Dublin,  fhali  be  to  pro* 
tefanl  U adefnen,  or  manufacturers  only . 

All  ftatutbs  made  in  England  or  Great  Britain,  and  all  fuch  claufes  and 
provifions  contained  in  any  ftatute  there  made,  as  relate  to  the  taking  iny 
oath  or  oaths,  or  making  or  fubfcribing  any  declaration  in  this  kingdom, 
or  any  penalty  or  difability  for  omitting  the  fame,  fhali  be  accepted,  Ttfed 
and  executed  in  this  kingdom. 


Your  Committee  fubmit  to  yru  this  view  of  theCATiioiic  te- 
Hal  Statutes,  under  the  galling  yoke  of  whichyour  country,  ha^fb  long, 
and  fo  patiently  langutfhed ; flatutes  unexampled  for  their  inhumanity,  their 
unwarrantablenefs,  and  their  impolicy.  The  iegiflature,  which  Jtr.  inftitut- 
ed  to  protebl  and  cheriih  the  people,  has  here  overfpread  the  landAvith  laws, 
as  with  fc  many  traps,  to  enfnare  the  fubjebl  in  the  performance  of  the  ob- 
vious and  neceffary  duties  of  life.  We  recognize  a free  flate  xn  the  right, 
exercifed  by  its  inhabitants,  of  framing  laws  for  the  fecurity  of  their  liberty 
and  property,  againft  all  invafion  ; but  with  us,  the  order  of  ctvilailociation 
i:  reverf  d,  and  the  law  becomes  the  f->e,  the  ruffian  that  violates  the  rights, 
an  tide  ft  ray:  the  harmony  of  focicty.  That  this  infamous  fyftem  of  political 
torture,  was  not  warranted  by  any  alledged  delinquency  on  the  part  of  our 
catholic  brethren,  is  notorious;  for  it  was  devifed  in  times  of  profound  tran- 
quillity. We  cannot  then  refrain  from  acknowledging  with  fympat’oy  that 
'fignal  forbearance  in  our  opprefied  countrymen,  which,  joined  with  a iau- 
b Lie  1 nib  of  Ihame  in  the  perfons  infidiottfly  authorized  to  give  efiicacy  to 
ihefe  a bis,  has  preferved  our  country  from  the  calamitous  confequences  c£ 
1 :eh  flagitious  mifgovernment. 

As  for  the  favoured  pare  of  the  community,  your  Committee  confide  w- 
ing  that  fois  code,  in  its  expanded  operations  over  this  realm,  is  utterly  uib- 
verfive  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  ronllitution,  feel  it  their  duty 
ferioully  to  inculcate  thi/ truth,  that  our  liberties  mutt  ever  reft  on  the  molt 
precarious  foundation,  while feven-eights  of  our  fellow'  citizens  remain  pal- 
sied in  the  exercife  of  thofe  rights  which  were  our  common  inheritance. 

A divided  people,  governed  by  foreign  influence,  and  domeftic  corrup- 
tion, prefenting  but  a remnant  of  its  citizens  for  the  exercife  of  political  free- 
dom, and  but  a remnant  of  that  remnant  reprefented  in  parliament  we  f»»b- 
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mlt  to  laws  enabled,  and  taxes  impofed  not  only  without  our  confent,  but 

againft  our  declared  fenfe. And  from  the  fpecimen  before  us,  and  our 

daily  experience.  1:_:  laws  may  rot  be  enadled  ? We  have  therefore  no 
fecurity  againft  .ny  encroachments  whatfoever  of  an  arbitrary  miniftry. 
• Nor  have  we  any  ftronger  barrier  to  oppefe  to  the  invafion  of  a fo- 

reign enemy  ; for  who  will  vainly  expedt  that  a people  bereft  by  law’  of  the 
means  of  felfrdefence,  and  alien  in  their  native  land,  (hould  rife  to  defend 
rights  from  which  they  are  excluded,  or  a country  which  they  cannot  call 
their  own  f — F or  wauf  there  is  Liberty,  thbre  is  our 

COtJVTRV. 

Now  if  we  e:amine  the  principles  of  our  religion,  we  fhall  therein  dif- 
cover  n t:  ;;n  'o  warrant  this  odious  fyftem  of  oppreffion.  On  the  contrary, 
we  are  inilrudted  by  its  fundamental  tenets,  in  the  practice  of  unbounded 
charity,  an  uTen'ial  duty  of  which,  is.  to  difpenfe  toothers,  that  religious 
and  political  liberty  which  we  burfelves  an  joy*.  As  little  can  we  difeover 
in  the  teal  religious  tenets  of  our  catholic  brethren,  any  incotififtency  what- 
foever  with,  or  any  incapacity  for  the  .functions  of  free  citizens,  unlefs  the 
jMachiavelian  policy  of  our  rulers,  or  the. prejudice  of  individuals  {hall  be 

fgffered  to  blindfold  us  for  ever. -And  {hall  we  ftill  be  difeouraged  by 

the  bugbear  cry  of  Popery  from  imparting  the  rights  of  citizenlhip  to  pur 
<atho!ic  brethren,  while  vve  feel  the  evils  of  popery  under  our  own  efta- 
^tlilhed  hierarchy  ? We  fee  civil  and  religious  indulgences  dealt  out  in  return 

for  civil  and  religious  corruption.- We  fee  the  power  and  riches  of  bur 

church  tenacioufly  maintained  by  the  impoverifhment  of  the  peopje. — — -r 
We  fee  a bigotted  imputation  of  opinions  made  to  our  catholic  fellow  citizens 
incompatible  with  common  fenfe  and  our  own  convidtion.— — -—Where  then- 

your  boafted  liberality,  in  tolerating  the  catholic  religion  ? . You  may  im- 
piouljy  ufurp  the  divine  prerogative  <>1  granting  toleration  to  the  catholic 
religion,  but  you  deny  political  toleration  to  a catholic  people,  who  in  their 
native  land  fuppert  a government  for  your  exclufive  advantage.  What  a 
fpedtaele  therefore  for  the  execration  of  all  public-fpirited  minds,  here  {lands 
this  black  code,  worthy  of  a Turkilh  divan,  furrounded  with  the  embellifh- 
ments  cf  a free  confti'ution  ! And  the  people  ftill  continue  infenlible  to  the 
mifehiefs  it  has  already  produced,  and  thofe  which  it  threatens.-  For  you 
then  it  remains,  to  inftfudl  them,  that  no  conftitution  can  be  fecure,  unlefs 
the  body  cf  the  people  have  on  equal  intereft  therein— to  remind  them  that, 
35  our  caufe  is  common,  our  rights  muft  be  common.

only  fon  Jefus  Chrift  my  redeemer,  prefefs,  teftify  and  declare  that  I do 
make  this  declaration;  and  every  pare  thereof,  in  the  jrlain  and  ordinary 
fenfe  of  the  word  of  this  oath,  without  any  evafion,  equivocation  ©rnrental 
'•  efervation  whatfoever,  and  without  any  difpeufation  already  granted  by 
Xhe  Pope,  or  any  authority  of  the  fee  of  Rome,  or  any  perfon  whatever 
and  without  thinking  that  1 by  can  be  ’acquitted  before  God  or  man,  or 
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abfolved  of  this  declaration,  or  any  part  thereof,  although  the  Pope  or  any 
other  perfon  or  perfqns  or  authority  whatfoever,  fhall  difpenfe  with  or  an- 
nul the  fame,  or  declare  that  it  was  null  and  void  from  the  beginning.
